In my laſt 1 informed you, Sir, with the Capture 
of the Superbe French Frigate of 22 Guns, off De- 
ſeada, by the Vanguard; fince which I have re- 
ceived an Account from Captain Warre of His Ma- 
jeſty's Ship Mermaid, dated the 12th Inſtant, that, 
cruizing to Windward of Grenada, he diſcovered, on 
the 10th, off La Baye, a Ship and a Brig at An- 
chor, which, upon ſeeing him, got under Weigh and 
made Sail from him; but the Brig ſoon bore up, and 


puſhed into a ſmall Bay called Requain, where the 


Mermaid followed her, and run aground cloſe to 
her: 'The French, however, got on Shore to the 
Number of 70 Troops, and 50 tha: were her Crew, 
and upwards of 50, had been landed by the Ship 
while at Anchor, _ Warre got Poſſeſſion g

N the 2oth Inſtant the Bellona arrived, having 
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cretaries of State. 
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the Brig, which is named the Brutus, of 10 Guns: 


ſhe eſcaped in the Night. And in a ſubſequent 
Letter, dated the 15th, he informed me that he diſ- 
covered her again on the 14th to Leeward of him, 


when he chaſed and captured her, after an Action of 


Half an Hour, with the Lois of One Man killed 
and Three wounded jn the Mermaid, and Twenty 


killed, and ſeveral wounded of the Enemy: That 


both theſe Veſſels were Conventional Corvettes. The 
Ship named the Republican, mounting 18 Guns, 
and had on board 250 or 260 Men at the Commence- 
ment of the Action, with a French General and his 
Staff, deſtined to command at Grenada. In a Letter 


wrote the following Day he acquainted me, that 


upon his Return to Grenada, with his Prize, he had 
the Mortification to find that the important Poſt of 
Govyave, or Charlotte Town, had been taken by the 
Enemy the Night before.

T is with real Concern I inform you of the Loſs 
of the important Poſt of Guave, in the Iſland of 
Grenada ; for the Particulars of which I beg Leave 
to refer you to Brigadier- General Nicoll's Letter of 
the 18th Inſtant, and to the ſeveral Reports made to 
him upon that Event, Copies of which 1 have the 
Honor to incloſe. 


Extra of a Letter from Brigadier- General Oliver Mi- 
colls io his Excellency Major-General Leigh, dated 
Grenada, October 18, 1795. 


IT is with extreme Concern report to your Ex- 
cellency the Loſs of che Poſt of Gouyave, The 
Enemy having attacked and carried by Aſſault, the 
Night of the 15th Inſtant, the firong. Hill which 
commands the Harbour and Tewn, Lieutenant- Co- 
lonel Schaw did not think his Force ſtrong enough 
to recover it immediately, and, the lower Situation 
not being tenable, he retired to this Town, unmo- 
leſted by the Enemy, a March of Twelve Miles, and 
arrived here the next Morning about Nine o'Clock. 
His Return, which 1s incloſed, will ſhew the Loſs of 
the 68th Regiment. The 25th Regiment had Fifty- 
five Sick there, with Three Subalterns. One Sub- 
altern, Lieutenant Aſhe, and Sixteen of whom were 
able to march with Lieutenant-Colonel Schaw's De- 
tachment, are here; the reſt have fallen into the 
Hands of the Enemy. 


Coby of a Letter from Licutenaut Colonel Sk of 
the 68th Regiment, 10 3 General Nicolis, 
dated St. George October 17, 1795. 

SIR, 
IN Obedience to your Defire I ſhould bave earlier 
pron you an. Account of the Particulars which- 
B 2 obliged 
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obliged me to evacuate the Poſt of Gouyave, but 
waited to aſcertain our Loſs, which I find to be Two 
Serjeants and Thirty four Rank and File miſſing, 
with One Lieutenant (Carr) ſvppoſed to be mortally 
wounded. | | | 

The Inſurgents attacked a ſtrong Picquet, con- 
fiſting of a Captain, Two Subalterns, Four Ser- 
Jeants and Sixty Rank and File, poſted on the Hill 
commanding the Town of Gouyave; One Subal- 
tern of which, with Twenty Men, were detached 
along the Ridge running Weſt about Two Hundred 
Yards from Captain Hamilton's Poſt, in order to 
Prevent their Approach from coming up a Valley in 
their Front; which had the deſired Effect, as Enſign 
Connor, of the 68ih Regiment, a very ſteady and 
brave Officer, checked a Column, intended againft 
him, by the Vigilance and Fire of his Advanced 
Sentries. The Column then (as he ſuppoſes) di- 
reed their Route towards the Captain's Poſt, as a 
hot Firing ſoon after commenced there, during a 
very heavy Shower of Rain, This Circumſtance 
induced Enſign Connor to march to the Support of 
that Poſt; but on his Arrival fell in with Captain 
Hamilton, who told him he had been ſurrounded 
with a very ſuperior Body of the Enemy, which had 
penetrated and driven his Party from the Works; and 
that Lieutenznt Carr, with ſeveral of his Men, were 
badly wounded ; all which Circumſtances were con- 
Frmed to me by the Arrival of Captain Hamilton at 
Gouyave Houſe, who made me a ſimilar Report. 
During this Tranſaction a Report prevailed that the 
Inſurgents were advancing from our Rear, and the 
Part of the Works below; and I was confirmed in 
it by Firing being heard from the latter mentioned- 
Place, This prevented me from calling up Colonel 
Webſter's Black Corps, who had the Defence of the 
Town and the Protection of the Hoſpital; as alſo 
Captain Angus's Black Corps, who had been poſted 


to defend the Sugar Works, (and, as I had been in- 
| formed,

formed, had perceived an Enemy approachmg,) to 
make an Attempt to recover the Hill again. An 
Attempt, however, was made by all the Men I could 
muſter of the 68th Regiment; but they were not 
able to advance further than the Poſt already men- 
tioned, on the Left of the Ridge, which was gained 
with great Difficulty, from the very ſteep and ſlip- 
pery State, occaſioned by the conitant Rains; and 
finding the Enemy ſo faperior in Numbers, and in 
Poſſetfion of a Field Piece, from which they fired 
Grape, as to make it too hazardous, and no Proba- 
bility of Succeſs, 

It was then the general Senſe of the Officers under 
my Command, whoſe Opinions J ſeverally took, to 


retreat to Sauteur, but that afterwards being found 


impracticable, it was reiolved to march to St. 
George's. 

This, * is a Detail of Facts, as nearly as I can 
ſtate to you, of this unfortunate Buſinefs, but whicn, 
however to be lamented, will not, I truſt, appear to 
you either to have proceeded from any Want of Vi- 
glance or Neglect of Doty on my Side.

I AM this Moment honored with your Letter of 
this Date, in Anſwer to which I beg Leave to ſtate, 
that I joined the Guard on Gouyave-Hill after Dark 
on the Night of the 15th Inſtant, and, on Enquiry, 
found it conſiſted of One Serjeant, Two Corporals, 
and Thirty-eight Men, of which Eleven were Blacks. 
| |] then detached One Corporal and Three Britiſh 
Soldiers to a Path pointed out by Captain Pinuber, 
to Colonel Schaw, with Orders, that ſh:uld the Ene- 
my approach that Way to give them their Fire, and 
then retire to the Huts, and alarm the Men there, 
and immediately to join Colonel Schaw at the Hauſe, 
it being impoſſible for them to rejoin me, from the 
Nature of the Ground. This left me with One 
Serjeant, One Corporal, and Thirty-ave Men, in- 
cluding the Blacks. 1 then fell them in round the 
Breaft- Work, in order that each Man ſhould know 
his Poſt in caſe of an Alarm; on doing which [ 
found that I was obliged to leave a Space of Iwo 
Yards and better between each Man to enable me 
to cccupy the Whole of the Ground within the 
Breaſt- Work; and, as the Night was extremely 
dark, I thought it neceſſary to put "Thirteen Sen— 
tries. At a little after Eleven o' Clock, Lieutenant 
Carr (Who was my Subaltern) viſited the Sentriec, 
and, on his Retura, informed me he had found them 
perfectly alert: In about Five Minutes after which 
we heard One of them fire, on which we immedi— 
ately turned out, and had Time to fire from Four 
to Five Rounds per Man, previous to the Enemy *'s 
getting up to the Breaſt Work, after which we diſ- 
puted it with our Bayonets, until overpowered by 
Numbers. Some Confuſion took place among the 
Gunners, which prevented them from firing the 


* Piece (the only Gun we had) immed . on

the Attack; and, on the Enemy's getting near the 
Breaſt- Work, it was impoſſible to fire it without en- 
dangering our own Men; and, indeed, it would 
have been. of little Avail, as we were attacked on 
ail Sides. With reſpe& to our Loſs, or that of the 
Enemy, I cannot tæke upon me to fay what it may 
have been, as the Night was ſo dark as to prevent 
me from ſeeing ; neither can I attempt to ſay what 
was their Strength. Before Lieutenant Carr and I 
quitted the Poſt, there appeared to be at leaſt One 
Hundred of the Enemy within the Breaſt-Work, 
and from the Noiſe without they ſeemed to be ad- 
vancing in great Force. I am inclined to think their 
Loſs muſt have been confiderable, as our Fire ap- 
peared to be woll directed, and our Men diſputed 
the Breaſt- Work bravely with their Bayonets, beſides 
which they, the Enemy, fired on each other for ſome 
Time after we had been obliged to quit the Poſt, 
Lieutenant Carr remained with me witnin the Works 
(though wounded) until we found that our Men 
were all driven out, after which we retired, The 
Man who bayoneted him attacked me, when I for- 
tunately ſhot him, by which I eſcaped.

N obedience to the Orders and Inſtructions I re- 

ceived from the Government of Fort St. George, 


and Colonel Braithwaite commanding the King's and 


Company's Forces on the Coaſt of Coromandel, I 
have the Honor to acquaint you, for His Majeſty's 
Iaformation, by the Royal Admiral under Diſpatch 
for Europe, that the Armament, with tre Command 
of which 1 am entruſted, embarked the zoth Ulumo 
at Fort St. George on board His Majeſty's Ships of 
War upon that Station and the Tranſports taken up 


for the Purpoſe of conveying 1t to this Place. 


The Fleet arrived in Back Bay, to the Northward 


of the Forts of Trincoma!e and Ooſtnaburgh, on the 
iſt {nſtant; and as Commodore Rainier and I were 
particularly anxious that the Commandant of thoſe

Forts ſhould not miſapprehend the Object of the 
Armament under our Command, every Precaution 
was taken to prevent any Miſapprehenfion upon that 
Head, by explaining to him the Nature of it; and 
Two Days were' ſpent in Communications between 
the Fort and Fleet for that Purpoſe. 

As the Commandant, however, did not think pro- 
per to accede to the Requiſitions made, in the Name 
of the King, by the Commodore and me, and re- 
fuled obeying the Commands of his Superior, Mr. 
Van Angeibeck (the Governor of Columbo), to de- 
liver up the Fort of Ooſtenburgh to a Detachment of 
His Majeſty's Troops, en Account of an Informality 
in the Order, the Commodore agreeing with me 
in the Propriety of landing the Troops, they were 
diſembarked on the zd, about Four Miles to the 
Northward of the Fort of Trincomale, without 
Oppoſition. 


Neither the Garriſon of Trincomale or Ooſtna- 


burgh have hitherto given us any Moleſtation in the 
laborious Service in which the Troops have been 
employed, of conveying Proviſions, Ordnance, and 
Stores, along a ſteep ſandy Beach, from a Diſtance 
of Three Miles; nor has any Act of open Hoſtility 
taken place. | 

We are ſtill employed in the ſame Service, as well 
as in preparing Materials for the Conſtruction of 
ſuch Works as may be neceſſary to reduce the Forts; 
and if the Commandant perſeveres in his Reſolution 
to refuſe us Admittance as Friends, I hope to have 
it in my Power to begin our Approaches againſt the 
Fort of [rincomale To- morrow Night. 


I cannot too ſtrongly expreſs my Obligations to 


Commodore Rainier for the Readineſs with which he 


has afforded every Aſſiſtance which could be given by 


tie Squadron of His Majeſty's Ships under his Com- 
mand, in conveying and landing the Troops, Stores, 
and Proviſions, and in every Part of the Service 
where his Aid and Co-operation could be of *

Camp near Trincomals, 
AN. Auguſt 30, 1795. 

SGON aſter I had the Honor to addreſs you on 
the 17th Inſtant, informing you of my Intention to 
begin our Approaches againſt the Fort of Trinco- 
maie on the following Day, Circumſtances occurred 
which induced Commodore Rainier and me to de- 
tain the Ships then under Diſpatch, in the Hope of 
that Succeſs which I have now the Honor to an- 
nounce. We broke Ground on the Evening of the 
18th, opened our Batteries on the 23d, and before 
Twelve o'Clock on Wedneſday the 26th completed 
a practicable Breach. Commodore Rainier and i then 
thous ht proper to ſummon the Garriſon to ſurrender, 
while Preparations were making for the Aſſault. 
Terms were demanded which could not be allowed, 
and ſuch as we thought conſiſtent were tranſmit- 
ted in Return : Theſe not being accepted within a 
hmited Time, our Fire recommenced, and in a few 
Minutes the. White Flag was diſplayed on the Ram- 
parts, the Conditions we had offered were accepted, 
figned, and tranimitted to Camp, with Two Cap- 
tains of the Garriſon as Hoſtages for their Per- 
formance. 

I have the Honor to incloſe a Copy of the Capi- 
tulation offered to the Garriſon and accepted by the 
Commandant, and of ſome explanatory Articles 
which were afterwards arranged, with a State of the 
_ Garriion, Return of Ordnance and Stores taken, and 
a Liſt of the Killed and Wounded of the Forces un- 
der my Command.

This Evening the Priſoners taken here will embark 
for Madraſs. I ſhall immediately take up a conve- 
nient Pofition, and begin the neceſſary Preparations 
for the Attack of Fort Ooſtenburgh, the Command- 
ant of that Garriſon having refuſed to ſurrender when 
ſummoned on the 27tn Inſtant; and I have Reaſon to 
hope that that Fort alſo will be very ſoon in our 
Poſſeſſion. 

His Majeſty's and the Honorable Company's 
Troops, forming the Force under my Command, 
have fo uniformly diftinguiſhed themſelves on every 
former Occaſion, that I need only ſay their Zeal and 
Gallantry on the preſent Service has been well ex- 
erted to maintain the Reputation they have ſo juſtly 
acquired. 

Jam beyond Meaſure indebted to Conmetore 
Rainier for his cordial Co- operations, and the active 
Aſſiſtance of the Navy in every Department of the 
Public Service; and I have particular Pleaſure in 
aſſuring you, that from the perfect Harmony ſubſiſt- 
ing between all Deſcriptions of the Naval and Land 
Forces empioyed here, every Thing may be ex- 
pected from this Diviſion of His Majeſty's Troops, 
which is capable of being attained by their united 
Exertions.

TERMS or CAPITULATION. 


THE Garriſon of Trincomale, in Conſideration 
of the Defence they have made, will be allowed to 
march out of the Fort with the Honors of War, 
Drums beating and Colours flying, do the Glacis, 
where they will ground their Arms, and ſurrender 
themſelves Priſoners of War; the Officers keeping 
their Swords, Private Property will be ſecured to 
them; but all Public Property, Papers, Guns, Stores, 


and Proviſions of every Kind, muſt be delivered up,

in their preſent Condition, to the Officers appointed 
by us to receive them. 

The Garriſon to march out, and the Britiſh 
| Troops to be put in Poſſeſſion of the Fort, in One 
Hour after this Capitulation is ſigned; and Two 
Officers of the Garriſon of the Rank of Captain to 
be delivered immediately as Hoſtages for the Per- 
formance of this Agreement. Theſe are the only 
Terms we the underſigned Officers, commanding 
His Britannic Majeſty's Forces, can grant. Major 
Fornbauer, if he accepts the Conditions, will ſign 
this Paper, and return it by the Officers he ſends as 
Hoſtages, within Half an Hour from the Time he 
receives it.

„ er ABLY to the Intimation in my laſt Let- 
ter of the 20th Ultimo, by the Royal Admiral, 
that Ship and Laſcelles have arrived here, therefore 
take the Opportunity, in Addition thereto, to requeſt 
you will pleaſe to acquaint their Lordſhips, that the 
Tranſports having received the Stores and Ammu- 
pition, and the Troops embarked; which, owing to 
the unremitting Exertion and Attendance of Colonel 
Stuart, the Commanding Officer on this Service, was 
effected with much Expedition; I ſailed from Madras 
with the Centurion and Tranſports, the 21ſt following, 
having received on board each of His Majeſty's Ships 
upwards of 300 European Troops and their Follow. - 

ers, and molt of the heavy Artillery; Colonel Stuart 

and his Staff being with me in the Suffolk. 

His Majeſty's Ship Reſiſtance, with Four European 


| C4 Flank 
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Flank Companies, a Tranſport, and the Suffolk's 
Tender, with the Remainder of the [rovys and Bag- 
gage for the Malacca Expedition, ſailed the ſame 
Day, and about Eight A.M. parted Company. 

On the 2371, anchored off Negapatnam, and having 
ordered the Troops appointed trom thence to be im- 
medtately embarked on board his Majeſty's Ship 
Diomede and the ['ranſports there provided, being 
all Veſſels owned and manned by Natives, left Ne- 
gapatnam Road the 25th, each of the King's Ships 
and Two of the beit ſailing Tranſports having the 
heavy failing Veſſels in Tow. On the iſt of Auguit 
I anchored in Back Bay with the Centurion, being 
joined the Day before by Captain Gardner, in His 
Majeſty's Ship Heroine, from Colombo, with Major 
Agnew, Deputy Adjutant-General, who had been 
ſent to the Governor of that Place, the Chief of all 
the Settlements on Ceylon, with a Letter from Lord 
Hobart, and Inſtructions for his Conduct, under the 
joint Authority of Colonel Braithwaite and myſelf, 
to explain to him His Majeſty's Commands, and the 
Purpoſe of the Armament. Major Agnew brought 
in Return, an Order from the Governor of Ceylon 
to the Commandant of Trincomale, to admit 300 
of His Majeſty's Troops to garriſon Fort Ooſten- 
burgh ; to which, when preſented to him, he refuſed 
Obedience, under a Pretence of Informality in the 
Order. The latter Part of this Day and greater 
Part of the following was occupied in receiving 
and replying to his Remonſtrances relative thereto; 
which, as they were apparently calculated to evade 
the great Object of the Expedition, Colonel Stuart 
and myſelf determined on landing the Troops, and 
Preparations were making accordingly ; but moſt 
unfortunately, as His Majeſty's Ship Diomede, with 
her Tow, were working up againſt a ſtrong Land 
Wind into the Bay, ſhe ſtruck with ſo much Violence 
on a Rock, lying in Fifteen Fathoms Water, and

and the outer Point of this Bay, that the Water the 
Ship made paired ſo faſt on every Exertion of both 
Seamen and Soldiers at the Pumps, there was barely 
Time to take the Men out before ſhe foundered, 
without a Poſſibility of ſaving a ſingle Store of any 
Conſequence but the Boats, Ihe Employment of 
all the Boats on this preſſing Occaſion prevented the 
landing the Army till the tollowing Morning, when 
the fi-it Detachment of 530 Europeans and 110 Na- 
tives, and Two Field Pieces, landed at the White 
Rocks, within Elizabeth Point, without Oppoſition, 
and were toilowed dy the Remainder of European 
Troops and Natives as faſt as the Boats could convey 
them. The Boats with the firſt Detachment ren— 
dezvouzed on Board the Heroine, who was placed 
as near the Landing-plaze as ſhe could anchor in 
Safety, and, on the Boats puſhing off, preſented 
her Broad ide to cover them: The Breadfſiies of the 
Soffolk and Centurion would alſo have done Execu- 
tion, had there been any Oppoſition made. In the 
Courſe of the next Tep Days, the Stores and Provi- 
ſions were landed with all Expediticn, not without 
the molt vigorcus Exertions of the Officers and Sea- 
men, the Land Breeze blowing ſtrong all the Time, 
as it ſtill continues, and keeping up the moſt extra- 
ordinary high Surf I ever remember to have ſcen 
here: The army had then to move them from the 
Landing Place to the Camp, a DiRance of Three or 
Four Miles, over a very heavy Sand. | 
Colonel Stuart is making every Effort preparatory 
to the Attack of the lower Fort: The Dutch have 
as yet given no Interruption, as if the Commandant 
waited fome further Authority, but appear to be hard 
at work within. I can ſcarcely allow myſelf to think 
he will be ſo raſh as to riſk a formal Attack, but 
ſhould that be the Caſe, the Event, from every Con- 
ſideration, will, I have little Doubt of, be glorious 
to His Majeſty's Arms; a ſhort Time will decide.

I Have the Pleaſure to acquaint you, for their 
Lordſhips* Information, that the lower Fort and Town 
of Trincomale ſurrendered to His Majeſty's Arms 
the 26th Inſtant, the Eighth Day from the opening 
of the Trenches, a Work the Enemy moſt unac- 
countably never interrupted. The grand Battery of 
8 Eighteen Pounders and 2 Ten Inca Mortzrs, from 
Five to Six Hendred Yards Diſtance from the Glacis 
of the N. W. Baſtion, was ſo judiciouſly planned by 
Colonel Stuart, and the Work fo ably executed, as 
to do amazing Execution from its firſt Opening, diſ- 
mounting, in the Courſe of the Attack, almoſt every 
Gun the Enemy could bring to bear upon it. 

There were alſo To Batteries erected to the 
Right of the Grand Battery, one of 2 Twelve 
Pounders, the other of 2 Eight Inch Howitzers, 
that annoyed the Enemy much, and diverted their 
Attention from the working Parties of the Grand 
Battery, which was opened on the 23d lrſtant. 
Daring the Three fit Days, the Enemy kept up a 
very ſmart Fire from all their Wor-s that locked 
towards our Batteries, but with lite if.xecution, and 
few Caſualties. The Breach effected diredly 
over the Sea Gate and Landing Place of the Fort at 
Back Bay; and when practicable, on the Morning of 
the 25th, a Summons was ſent by a Drum with the 
Conditions of Surrender. The Return was an inad- 
miſlible Demand from the Commandant on the Part 
of the Garriſon, However, after ſome little Cere- 
mony, he ſurrendered on the Terms offered, with 
ſome few Explanations; a Copy whereof, with a Liſt 
of Killed and Wound:d, and Return of the Ordnance 
found in the Garriſon, are herewith incloſed. 5 
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In the Courſe of the Operations of the Army, 
obſerving Colonel Stuart to be ſhort of Men for 
Working Parties, the Diſtance of the Camp from the 
Trenches being nearly Two Miles, partly over a 
heavy Sand, and no Draught-Cattle or Vehicle. af 
any Kind to aſſiſt, I preſfed him to accept of the 
Services of the Seamen of His Majeſty's Ships, who 
were accordioply landed as required, in Parties of 
One and Two Hundred, ard worked with great 
Cheerfulneſs. A Party of Twenty-ſeven Artillery- 
Men, who had entered at Madras, their Time being 
expired, were alſo at Colonel Stuart's Requeſt landed 
to aſſiſt in the Battery under Mr. William Staines, 
one of the Miithipmen of the Suffolk. Three of 
the Suffolk's Upper Deck Guns were landed to ſup- 
Py as many found defective in the Grand Battery 
from Injory received, and falſe Boring. 

Three Hundred Seamen and Marines, under the 
Command of Captain Smith, late of the Diomede, 
were allo under Orders to aſſiſt in ftorming the 
Breach, had the Enemy determined to hold out: 
With the Seamen were Li-utenants Page and Hay- 
ward, with Meffrs. Clarke, Dredge, Jennings, El- 
hott and Percy, under Captain Smith's Orders {cr 
the Seamen, and Lientenznts M*Gibbon and Percival 
for the Marines; a conſiderable Part of both were 
ſelected from the Diomede's late Crew. 

I beg you will affure their Lordſhips that every 
Service required of the Czptains, Officers, and See- 
men of iiis Majeſty's Ships under my Command, 
was exccuted with amazing Alacrity and Steadinels, 
the only Contention being who ſhould be ſoremoſt on 
every Service required. 

Colonel Stuart and myſelf have ſent all the Pri- 
ſoners, with a few Exceptions, to Madras, in a 
Tranſport and Prize, under Convoy of His Majefly*s 
Ship Heroine ; their Number as per Liſt. There 
appeared ſome Diſpoſition among the Soldiers of 
the Garriſon to mutiny after the Summons was 


delivered, which probably accelerated the Surrender. 
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His Majeſty's Forces were put in Poſſeſſion of the 
Garriſon that very Evening; the Dutch Troops 
marched out and grounded their Arms in the Battery, 

Fort Ooſtenburgh was ſummoned the Day follow- 
ing; but, the Commandant refuſing to ſurrender to 
the very favorable Terms offered it, Colonel Stuart 
is making every Preparation for the Attack of it. 

Previous to the Surrender of Trincomale, the 
Ships and Boats of the Squadron took Two ſmall Veſ- 
ſels laden with Proviſions and Stores for the Garriſon 
from Columbo, and ſome {mall Craft belonging to 
the Port; having alſo found One ſmall Ketch under 
the Guns of the Fort laden with Rice, the whole of 
little Value.

Marſhal Clerfaye's Army, Creutzenach, the 21ſt of 
December, 1795. 


N conſequence of the Advantages obtained by 

Marſhal Clerfaye, as ſtated in my laſt, General 
Jourdan, after having attempted in vain by different 
Manceuvres to ſecure the Right of his Army, began 
his Retreat from the Nahe on the 13th Inſtant, and 
on the 15th he took a Poſition upon the Hunſtuck, 
occupying all the principal Paſſes between Bacharach 
on the Rnine, and Trarbach on the Moſelle. 


From the 15th to the preſent Date ſeveral unim- 


portant Actions have taken Place between the ad- 
vanced Corps of theſe Two Armies, and the Au- 
ſtrian Light Troops have at different Times ſcoured 
the Country from Birkentelde to Treves; but the 
Strength of the Enemy's Poſition in the Mountains, 
and the Roads that lead to it being rendered ſo bad 
by the late Rains as to make the March of heavy Ar-

tilery almoſt impoſſible, have prevented Marſhal 
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Clerfave from undertaking any Operation of Con- 
ſequence. His Excellency's Line now extends from 
Dreyekbauſen on the Rhire, by Stromburg, Kirn, 
and Oberſtein to Birkenfe'dt, from whence the Left 
of his Army is connected by a Chain of Light 
Troops with Marſhal Wurmſer's Right, which oc- 
cupies Kaiſerſlautern, Marſhal Wourmſer has drawn 
his Lice from Kaiſerſlautern, by Neuſtadt, along the 
Rivulet called the Spirebach, to the Rhine. 

* General Pichegru has made ſeveral Attempts to 
oblige the Auſtrians to abandon the Poſt of Kai- 
ſerſlautern, and on the 2oth Inſtant he attacked it 
with very ſuperior Numbers; bur, after an Action of 
ſeveral Hours, be was completely repulſed, with the 
Loſs cf near TWO Thouiand Men and ſeveral Can- 
non. The Auſtrians had on this Occaſion, Twenty- 
nine Officers, and between Six and Seven Hundred 
Non- commiſſioned Officers and Privates, killed and 
wounded, 

Tre Enemy ſometimes make Demonſtrations from 
Duſſeldorf, but the Auſtrian Corps flationed upon the 
dieg Rivuiet keeps them completely in Check on 
that Side.

ABOUT Three o' Clock on the Morning of the 
8th Inſtant the Enemy made an Attack on our Left, 
where we had a Three-Pounder and a Cohorn 
placed upon a Tongue of Land, which ran out about 
Fifty Yards, thought, from the Steepneſs on each 
Side, to be almoſt inacceſſible.

Poſt with the Picquet of the 40th; but before this 
could be done, ] had too much Reaſon to believe it 
was taker, and immediately diſpatched a Meſſenger 
to Licutenant- Colonel Graham to bring up the Whole 
or Part of the Szcond Weſt India Kegiment; but 
before the Meſſenger had got many Yards, a Firing 
was heard on the Right from the Enemy, and all 
along the Front. In this Situation I left Captain 
Harriſon, of the Light Company of the 54th Regi- 
ment, moſt actively employed in uſing every Exer- 
tion to keep his Men to their Duty, and was pro- 
ceeding to the Right, by the 4oth Regiment, to know 
what was doing there, but I had ſcarce reached this 
Regiment when | heard the Battery I had left was 
taken. I inſtantly turned about, directing Major 
Harcourt, with all the Men of the zoth he could col- 
lect, to follow me and retake the Battery, I again 
met Brigadier General Strutt between ſome Men, 
whoinformed me his Leg was ſhattered, and Captain 
Harriſon ſhot through the Shoulder. I ſtill puſhed 
forward, uſing my beſt Eadeavours, with other 
Officers, to animate the Men to their Duty, many 


of whom at that Moment were killed and wounded. 


At this Time the Troops in the Front and on the 
Right of the Line gave Way, and the Enemy took

We reached Biabou with inconſiderable Loſs. The 
Enemy hung on our Rear and Right; but, from the 
judicious Attention of Lieutenant-Colonel Fuller 
(who on every Occaſion afforded me the moſt ready 
Aſſiſtance) and Lieutenant Colonel Graham, they 
were kept off. 
Biabou being upwards of Twelve Miles from 
King ſton, without Proviſion, and little Ammunition, 
it appeared by no Means prudent to take Poſt here ;

AVING received Information that the Armed 
| Veſſels detached by the Prince of Bouillon had 


chaſed a Convoy, conſiſting of a Corvette, Two 


Luggers, Four Brige, and Two Sloops, into Herqui, 
I proceeded off that Port, to reconnoitre their Poſi- 
tion and ſound the Channel, which J found very 
narrow and intricate. I ſucceeded, however, in 
gaining a Knowledge of theſe Points ſufficient to- 
determine me to attack them, in the Diamond, 
without Loſs of Time, and without waiting for the 
Junction of any Part of the Squadron, leſt the Ene- 
my ſhould fortify themſelves ſtill further on our 
Appearance. 
Lieutenant M*«Kinley, of the Liberty Brig, and 
Lieutenant Goſſet, of the Ariſtocrat Lugger, joined 
me off the Cape, and, though not under my Orders, 


very handſomely offered their Services, which 1 ac- 
cepted, 
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cepted, as ſmall Veſſels were eſſentially neceflary 
in ſuch an Operation. The permanent Fortification 
for the Defence of the Bay are 'I'wo Batteries on a 
high rocky Promontory. We obſerved the Enemy 
to be very buſily employed in mounting a detached 
Gun on a very commanding Point of the Entrance. 


At One o*Clock Yeſterday Afternoon, this Gun 


opened upon us as we paſſed : The Diamond's Fire, 
however, ſilenced it in Eleven Minutes. The others 
opened on us as we came round the Point, and their 
commanding Situation giving them a decided Advan- 
tape over a Ship in our Poſition, I judged it neceſſary 
to adopt another Mode of Attack, and accordingly 
detached the Marines and Boarders to land behind 
the Point, and take the Batteries in the Rear. As 
the Boats approached the Beach they met with a 
warm Reception, aad a temporary Check, from a 
Body of Troops drawn up to oppole their Landing: 
The Situation was critical, the Ship being expoſed to 
a moſt galling Fire, and in intricate Pilotage, with a 
conſiderable Portion of her Men thus detached. L 
pointed out to Lieutenant Pine the apparent Practi- 
cability of climbing the Precipice in Front of the 


Batteries, which he readily perceived, and, with an 


Alacrity and Bravery, of which I have had many 
Proofs in the Courſe of our Service together, he un- 
dertook and executed this hazardous Service, land- 
ing immediately under the Guns, and rendering 
himſelf Maſter of them before the Column of Troops 
could regain the Heights. The Fire from the Ship 
was directed to cover our Men in this Operation ; it 
checked the. Enemy in their Advancement, and the 
Re-embarkation was effected, as ſoon as the Guns 
were ſpiked, without the Loſs of a Man, though we 
have to regret Lieutenant Carter of the Marines 
being dangerouſly wounded on this Occaſion. 

The Enemy's Guns, Three Twenty-four Poun- 
ders, being filenced. and rendered uſeleſs for the 
Time, we proceeded to attack the Corvette and — 
ü other 
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other Armed Veſſels, which had by this Time open- 
ed their Fire on us, to cover the Operation of hauling 
themſelves on Shore, The Diamond was anchored 
as Cloſe tothe Corvette as her Draft of Water would 
allow. The Liberty Brig was able to approach near, 
and on this Occaſion I cannot omit to mention the 
very gallant and judicious Manner in which Lieu- 
terant McKinley, her Commander, brought this 
Veſſel into Action, profiting by her light Draft of 
Water to follow the Corvette cloſe. The Enemy's 
Fire ſoon ſlackened, and the Crew being obſerved 
to be making for the Shore on the Engliſh Colours 
being hoiſted on the Hill, I made the Signal for the 
Boats, manned and armed, to board, directing Lieu- 
| tenant Goſſet, in the Lugger, to cover them. This 
Service was execated by the Party from the Shore, 
under the Direction of Lieutenant Pine, in a Manner 
that does them infinite Credit, and him every Ho- 
nor, as a brave Man and an able Officer. The 
Enemy's Troops occupied the high projecting Rocks 
all round the Veſſels, from whence they kept up an 
inceſſant Fire of Muſquetry; and the utmoſt that 
could be effected at the Moment was to ſet Fire to 
the Corvette, (named L' Etourdie, of 16 Guns, 
Twelve-Pounders, on the Main Deck,) and One of 
the Merchant Brigs, ſince as the T'ide fell the 
Enemy preſſed down on the ſands, cloſe to the 
Veſtels; Lieutenant Pine therefore returned on 
board, having received a ſevere Contuſion on the 
Breaſt from a Muſquet Ball. As the Tide roſe 
again it became practicable to make a ſecond At- 
tempt to burn the remaining Veſſels. Lieutenant 
Pearſon was accordingly detached for that Purpoſe 
with the Boats, and J am happy to add, his gallant 
Exertions ſucceeded to the utmoſt of my Hopes, 
notwithſtanding the renewed and heavy Fire of 
Mufquetry from the Shore, This Fire was re- 
turned with great Spirit and evident good Effect: 
and I was much pleaſed with the Conduct of Lieu-

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tenant Goſſet, in the hired Lugger, and Mr. Knight, 
in the Diamond's Launch, who covered the Ap- 
proach and Retreat of the Boats, The Veſlels were 
all burnt except an armed Lugger, which kept up 
her Fire to the laſt. 

The Wind and Tide ſuiting at Ten at Night to 
come out of the Harbour again, we weighed, and 
repaſſed the Point of Herqui, from which we received 
a few Shot, the Enemy having found means to re- 
ſtore One of the Guns to Activity. Our Loſs, as 
appears by the encloſed Return, is trifling, conſider- 
ing the Nature of the Enterprize, and the Length 
of Time we were expoſed to the Enemy's Fire, 
Theirs, I am perſuaded, muſt have been great, from 
the Numbers within the Range of our Shot and 
Shells. The Conduct of every Officer and Man. 
under my Command meets with my warmeſt Appro- 
bation ; it would be ſuperfluous to particularize any 
others than thoſe | have named]; ſuffice it to ſay, the 
characteriſtic Bravery and Activity of Britith Seamen 
never was more conſpicuous, 

Lieutenant Pine will bave the Honor to preſent

on the Starboard Tack, was obtained ; perceiving 
them rallying round the Commodore cloſe in Shore, 
and beginning to form again, I made the Signal for 
ours, in cloſe Order, to endeavour to break their 
Line, by cutting off the Rear Ships, and directing 
the Galatea to lead down for that Purpole ; but the 
Enemy bore away, and made all Sail poflible from 
us, and ſtood into the narrow Part of the Raz de 
Fontenay among the Rocks; I was, however, en- 
abled to cut off their Rear Ship. Night approach- 
ing, and being unacquainted with the Paſſage, I did 
not think it proper to continue the Purſuit further, 
at the Riſk of loſing ſome of our Ships in ſo difficult 
2 Paſs. 

] have every Reaſon to be convinced, from the 
firm Support and Zeal I have always experienced 
from the Officers and Men of every Ship of the 
Squadron under my Command, that the Iſſue of the

on the 17th, and reached the Shore by Nine P.M. 


At half-paſt Nine P. M. an Officer came on Board 
the Orpheus from the Governor to ſurrender the 


Place on our Terms; they then delivered over St. 
John's Poſt, a commanding Work well furniſhed 
with Cannon, about 1300 Yards from the Fort and 
200 from the Place of Conference, to a Subaltern 
with a Party of our Grenadiers, and we entered the 
Fort with the Remainder of the Britiſh Detachment.

Two of the Articles were very important, namely 

the Surrender of themſelves and Arms, and their 
giving up all the runaway Slaves who had joined 
them in Rebellion, Notwithſtanding the Treaty I 
had not the ſmalleſt Confidence in their Sincerity, 
and every Preparation was made to continue the War 
with unabated Vigour. | 

Three Weeks having elapſed without any apparent 
Intention, on the Part of the Maroons, to fulfil the 
Treaty, I ordered the Honorable Major- General 
Walpole to move forward, on the 14th Inſtant, with 
a ſtrong Column of Regular Troops.

Opinion is, that Property has acquired a 


pole; and I am proud to ſay, that much is owing to 
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He had only advanced ſome Yards when a Meſſage 

was delivered from the Maroon Chief, begging that 
no further hoſtile Step ſhould be taken. 


As we had experienced much Duplicity and Eva- 
fion, it was judged expedient to move ſlowly on, 


and the Line of March was ſo arranged as to give 


the Maroons an Opportunity of coming in with 
Safety. This had the defired Effect. The Maroons, 
to the Number of Five Hundred, ſurrendered them 
ſelves, and were conducted within our Poſts, In- 
cluding thoſe whom I had formerly ſecured, I have 
in my Poſſe ſſion near Six Hundred. | 
Thirty Maroon Men and One Hundred Women 
and Children, ſtill remain out: Of this Number 
ſeveral men are ſeverely wounded, and others ſick. 
I do not compute the effective Maroon Warriors 
now in Rebellion to exceed Fourteen, and theſe are 


afraid to come in, from a Conſciouſneſs of their 


Crimes. 
The Maroon Rebellion I think is drawing to a 


Cloſe; and a ſubſtantial Proof of my Aſſertion is, 


that Public Credit, which was deſtroyed by this Re- 
volt, is now completely reſtored. The general

ments expected from Cork, fell in with a French 
Frigate, which after Ten Hours Chace, (the latter 
Part being very light Airs of Wind,) ſhe firſt an- 
chored, and afterwards, by their cutting her Cables, 
drove on Shore, in a Cove a little to the Eaſtward of 
Porto Plata, when the Crew abandoned her, and ſhe 
was taken Poſſeſſion of and got off, without Damage, 
by Captain Carpenter. 

It appears by the Log-Book that ſhe 1s called La 
Pergante, commanded by the Citoyen Jacque Cle- 
ment Tourtellet, Lieutenant de Vaiſſeau, mounting 
Twenty Nine Pounders and Six Braſs'Two-Pounders, 
and had on board near Two Hundred Men, diſ- 
patched by Order of the Miniſter of Marine and 
Colonies, and ſailed from Rochelle the 6th of De- 
cember laſt, with Orders not to be ſpoke with, nor

that on the 13th Inſtant, at Four P. M. we fell 
in with, and gave general Chace to a French Frigate 
to Windward. The Revolutionnaire being far aſtern, 
was tacked by Signal to cut the Chace from the 
Shore; and I had the Pleaſure to ſee her, juſt before 
Dark, in a Situation to weather the Enemy upon a 
different Board, which obliged her alſo to tack. 

The Night ſetting in cloudy, we loſt Sight of the 
Chace before Nine o'Clock, when ſhe bore up, but 
not unobſerved by that zealous and attentive Officer 
Captain Cole, who purſued and cloſed with her at 
half-paſt Eleven; and not being able to prevail upon 
her Commander to ſurrender without Reſiſtance, he 
opened a cloſe and well-direted Fire upon her, 
which was faintly returned; and, after a ſecond 
Broadlide, the Enemy firuck, and proved to be the 
National Frigate L*Unize, from L' Orient to Roch- 

fort, 


fort, mounting 38 Guns, Twelve and Six Pounders, 
and manned with 255 Men, Eight or Nine of whom 
were ſlain, and Eleven or Twelve deſperately wound- 
ed.

Ships Unicorn and Santa Margaritta, Part of the 
Squadron under my Orders, had ſent in a large Ship, 
-under Swediſh Colours, laden with. Dutch Property, 
from Surinam; and that Lieutenant Carpenter, of 
the Unicorn, who brought her here, told me he had 
left our Ships in Chace of Three Sail, ſuppoſed to be 
Enemies. 

Their Lordſhips will now have the Satis faction of 
being informed, that thoſe Three Sail were French 
Frigates, viz. La Tribune of 40 Guns, La Tamiſe 

of 36 Guns, (formerly the. 8 and La Legere 


of 24 Guns, under the Command of Commodore 
Moulſon. 
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Moulſon. Notwithſtanding that Superiority, His 


Majeſty's Two Frigates, immediately on aſcertain-

we diſcovered, at Two o' Clock in the Morning, 
Three Sail of Ships about - Mile on our Lee Beam; 
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as the Day opened we perceived them to be Frigates 
belonging. to. the French Nation, which I, communi« 
cated to, Captain Williams by Signal, who imme- 
diately made Sail to join me, and on his near Ap- 
proach made our Signal to paſs within Hail, for the 
Purpoſe of giving him Information of the Enemies? 
Force. The Statement of their Superiority encou- 
raged him in his eager Purſuit, having ſaid that he 
would attack the largeſt Ship, and deſiring me to 
engage the next in Strength. This noble Example 
inſpired, every Perſon with Confidence of Succeſs, 
and each Ship ſteered for her Opponent; but the 
Enemy, determined to evade an Action, ſteered 
away large under a Preſs of Sail, the ſmalleft Ship 
at the ſame Time making off to Windward: At 
half-paſt Eleven o' Clock, by our Superior Sailing, 
we arrived within Gun. Shot of the Enemy; but as 
they appeared too cloſe, for the mutual Support of 
each other, and the Unicorn being ſome Diſtance 
aſtern, I judged it prudent to poſtpone our Attack 
till ſhe was ſufficiently advanced to occupy the At- 
tention of the French Commodore. At this Time 
the Enemy commenced a Fire from their Stern-Chace 
Guns. At One o*Clock, having approached them 
within Three Quarters of a Mile, we fired our Bow 
Guns, whenever a favourable Opportunity preſented 
itſelf, the Enemy at the ſame Time yawing to dif- 
charge their Broadſides.

The Ship, which the Unicorn continued 
In Chace of, is La 'Fribane, of 40 Guns and 320 
Men, bearing the Broad Pendant, Citoyen Moulſon, 
Commander of a Diviſion; the other, which made 
off to Windward, is La Legere of 24 Guns and 
180 Men; I am glad to obſerve that our Loſs is very 

diſproportionate to the Enemy, having only Two 
Seamen killed, and the Boatſwain and Iwo Seamen 
wounded, and hers Thirty-two killed and Nineteen 
wounded, and many of the latter have ſince died. 

It is with extreme Pleaſure that I ſeek the preſent 
Opportunity of teſtifying my Gratitude to the Offi 
cers and Ship's Company for their active Zeal and 
ſteady Unanimity at all Times and in all Situations, 
but more particularly in the Capture of the Thames, 

on which Occaſion their Courage and exemplary

THE Expectations my laſt Letters to you muſt 
have raiſed, are moſt happily realized. I now 
with peculiar Satisfaction defire you will acquaint 
their Lordſhips, that the French Frigate La Tribune, 
of 44 Guns and 337 Men, bearing Commodore 
Moultſon's Broad Pendant, is captured, and brought 
in here by His Majeſty's Ship Unicorn, commanded 
by Captain Williams, whoſe official Letter to me, 
containing a Detail of the Circumſtances, is herewith 
tranſmitted. It is remarkable, that though they 
were cloſe engaged for Thirty-five Minutes, and the 
Unicorn's Maſts, Sails, and Rigging are much cut 
and damaged, not a Man on board was hurt, while 
the Enemy had Thirty-ſeven killed and Fifteen 
wounded. 2 | | 
Intrepidity and judicious Management were never - 
more ſtrongly manifeſted than in this Inſtance, which 
reflects the higheſt Honor on Captains Williams and

Copy of a Letter from Captain Williams, of His Ma-

dated Unicorn, at Sea, June 10, 1796. 


SIR, Holy Head E. S. E. dift. 8 Leagues. 


I HAVE the Honor to lay before you a Narrative 
of the Proceedings of the Squadron under my Com- 
mand fince my Departure from Cork on the 19th 
Ult. On the following Day, in conſequence of 
my having received Intelligence of the Enemy's 
Privateers being on the Coaſt, to the Northward of 
Cape Clear, I diſpatched His Majeſty's Sloop Ha- 
zard, with Orders to Lieutenant Parker her Com- 
mander to cruize between the Cape and the Mouth 
of the Shannon, while I, for the more effeQual 
Protection of our Trade, cruized with the Santa 
Margaritta in the Vicinity of Cape Clear. I had 
the Satisfaction a few Days afterwards to learn that 
the Hazard had retaken Two Prizes, and had chaſed 
the Privateer off the Coaſt that captured them, after 
a narrow Eſcape from being taken. On the 5th 
Inſtant, having met with other Ships of the Iriſh 
Station, I concluded upon making a Circuit on the 
outer Limits of my Station, accompanied by the 
Santa Margaritta, and at Dawn of Day on the 8th 


Inſtant, Scilly bearing E. Half S. 17 Leagues, we 


diſcovered Three Ships of War on our Lee Beam, 
diſtant Two or Three Miles, to which we imme- 
diately gave Chace, and ſoon afterwards perceived 
them to edge away, and that they were Enemy's 
Ships, Two Frigates and a large Ship Corvette. 
At Nine A. M. they formed themſelves in a cloſe 
Bow and Quarter Line, and continued to run from 
us in that Poſition, the largeſt Ship under eaſy Sail, 
for the Support of his Squadron, In this Situation 
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we approached them very faſt, and muſt have ſpeedily. 
brought them to Action. I therefore made the Sig- 
nal to form for Battle, the Margaritta being at this 
Time a- head of the Unicorn, and at the ſame Time 
directed her by Signal to come within Hail, to learn 
from Captain Martin his Opinion of the Enemy's 
Force, who informed me, that the largeſt Ship was 
a 38 Gun Frigate, the Thames, and a Corvette. 
I ordered Captain Martin to attack the Thames, ac- 
quainting him with my Intention to fight the largeſt 
Ship with the Unicorn. On our nearer Approach, 
the Corvette, which detained the other Ships, gra-- 
dually hauled out to Windward, and paffed our 
Weather Beam in long Gun-Shot, fteering after- 
wards the ſame Courſe as the other Ships, and with 
the Intention, I then imagined, to be in Readineſs to 
give Support to either of her Friends eventually mot. 
needing it. | 
At One P. M., the Two Frigates hoiſted French 
Colours, the largeft Ship a Commodore's Pendant, 
and at the ſame Moment commenced a quick and 
well direfted Fire on us with their Stern Chaces; 
the Corvette at this Time hauled more up, and, to 
my great Aſtoniſhment, brought to, to board a Sloop 
paſſing vs on the contrary Tack. As the Commodore 
continued to wait for the Thames we thereby ap- 
proached them both, but were conſiderably retarded- 
by the Effects of their Shot. At Four P. M., the 
Thames being the ſternmoſt Ship, bore round up, 
to avoid the Fire from the Unicorn, and to pour a- 
Broadſide into the Margaritta's Bow, when I had the 
Pleaſure to ſee Captain Martin manceuvre his Ship 
with the greateſt Judgment, and with the utmoſt: 
Gallantry he laid himſelf clofe along fide his Oppo- 
nent, The ſuperior and well-direQed Fire from the 
Santa Margaritta marked the Diſcipline of his Ship, 
and ſoon put the Thames: into his Poſſeſſion, The 
Commodore, on ſeeing his Companion fall, made all 
Sail, and by a ſudden and judicious though _ 
| | ceſstu 
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ceſsful Manceuvre, endeavoured to gain the Wind of 
the Unicorn. We were at this Time chafing him 
toward the Entrance of the Iriſh Channel, and ſoon 
after paſſed cloſe to the Tuſker Rock. The Parity 
of Sailing in the Two Ships, aided by the Judgment 
of the Enemy's Commander, kept us at running 
Fight for Ten- Hours; during which Period we were 
much annoyed in our Sails and Rigging, and were 
for ſome Time unluckily deprived of the Uſe of our 
Main-Topſail; but on its falling leſs Wind after 
Dark we were enabled to uſe our ſupernumerary Fly- 
ing Sails, Royal Steering Sails, &c. which, by flow 
Degrees, brought us ſo near his Weather Quarter as 
to take the Wind from his Sails ; when, at half- 
paſt Ten at Night, after having purſued Two Hun- 
dred and Ten Miles, we ſhot up alongfide of our 
Antagoniſt, gave him Three Cheers, and com- 
menced cloſe Action, which had continued in that 
Poſition with great Impetuoſity on both Sides for 
Thirty-five Minutes; when, on clearing up of the 
Smoke, I obſerved that the Enemy had dropt on our 
Quarter, was cloſe hauled, attempting, by a maſterly 
Manceuvre, to croſs our Stern, and gain the Wind. 
This was happily prevented by our inſtantly throw- 
ing all aback, nd giving the Ship ſtrong Stern- 
way, by which we paſſed his Bow, regained our 
Situation, and renewed the Attack. The Effects of 
our Fire ſoon put an End to all Manceuvre, for the 
Enemy's Ship was completely diſmantled, her Fire 
ceaſed, and all further Reſiſtance appeared to be in- 
effectual; they called to us they had ſurrendered. 
The Ship proves to be La Tribune, commanded by 
Commodore John Moulſton, mounting 44 Guns, 
though pierced for 48; on the Main Deck 26 
Twelves, om the Quarter- Deck and Forecaſtle 16 long 
Sixes, and 42 lb. Carronades; had on board at the 
Commencement of the Action 337 Men, 37 of whom 
gare killed, 13 badly and 2 flightly wounded. The 
Ship is quite ne w, launched 4ince the Commencement 
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of the War, ſails extremely faſt, is of large Dimen- 
ſions, being on the Gun Deck Two Feet broader and 
Thirteen Feet longer than the Unicorn.. Commodore 
Moulſton, who I am ſorry to add is among the 
Wounded,.is by Birth an American, but has ſerved 
Sixteen Years in the French Navy, and during the 
preſent War has always had the Command of a Di- 
viſion, The Squadron late under his Orders, con- 
filing of La Tribune, La Proſerpine, La Thames, 
and La Legere, of 20 Nine Pounders, had leit 
Breſt Two Days only, had taken nothing; La 
Proſerpine ſeparated the preceding Evening in a 
Fog. I will not attempt to find Words to convey 
to you, Sir, the Senſe 1 feel. of the Conduct of the 
Officers and Ship's Company under my Command ; 
for if it was poſſible for me to ſay any Thing that 
could add to the Glory of Britiſh Seamen, I have 
ample Field for ſo doing in the Situation I held 
this Day. Indeed nothing leſs than the Confidence 
of the moſt gallant Support from them, and the high 
Opinion I entertain of the Santa Margarita our 
Second, could induce me to riſk an Action with a 
Force apparently ſo much our ſuperior; and while 
I congratulate myſelf upon the happy Effects of their 
Valour in the Capture of Two of the Enemy's 
Frigates, that have done ſo much Miſchief to our 
Commerce during the War, and on their preſent 
Cruize were likely to do ſo much more, you may 
eaſily conceive what my Feelings are, when J in- 
form you, Sir, this Service is obtained without the

In the Morning of the 27th he advanced to Choe 
Bay. As ſoon as the Head of the Column began 
to appear, the Centre Diviſion of the Army diſem- 
barked near the Village of Choc, upon which about 
500 Men, who had faintly oppoſed Major-General 
Campbell on his March, retired from Angier's Plan- 
tation to Morne Chabot. This Morne is one of the

| ſingle Files, the Brigad er inflantly decided to riſk 


the Attack with his own Divifion, in which he was 
well ſeconded by the Spirit of the 'Proops, who

I therefore directed the Vengeance, Ganges, 
Hebe, and Pelican Brig, to cover this Landing, with 
Inſtructions for the Hebe to lead into Ance la Cap, 
the Ganges to ſupport her, and the Pelican to anchor 
in the Ance Bequene. The Vengeance I kept upon 
the Weather Beam of the Aftrea, in order that ſhe 
might, if neceſſary, cover the Ganges, by. anchor- 
mg in the Angle of Pigeon Ifland Battery. The 
Poſition was taken by the Three Ships with great 
Spirit and Judgment: The Fire from the Ships kept 
the Battery at Check, diſmounted One of the Guns, 
and the Troops landed without Oppoſition, 

The ſecond Diviſion was directed to be led by the 
Alfred to the Anchorage of Choc Bay ; the third by 
Captain Dilkes, of the Madras, ſupported by the 
Beaulieu. A ftrong Lee Current had driven the 
Body of the Tranſports ſo far to Leeward, that it 
was not poſſible to effect the Landing in Choc Bay, 
and the One intended for Ance La Raye was, for 
the ſame Reaſons, deferred; but the Vengeance, 
Arethuſa, and Victorieuſe Brig, were ordered to take 
the ſeveral Covering Stations in Choc Bay at Break 
of Day on the. 27:tn, when the Landing was effected 
at half-paſt Ten A. M. and <qually without Oppo- 
ſition. The Signal was made at the ſame Time to 
Captain Niitkes to put his Orders into Execution, 
but this Divifion did not land until the 28th.

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The Enemy retreated from their diſtant Ports, 
and have entered the Morne Fortune, which Height 
the General is ſurrounding and preparing to attack, 
to aſſiſt the Meaſure; I have, in conſequence of the 
General's Requiſition to that Effedt, landed 300 Sea.

did not effect their Junction, 

The Madras, Beaulieu, Pelican, and Victorieuſe 
were to ſopport this Attack; the Beaulieu had Three 
Seamen ſlightly wounded and the Head of her Fore- 
Maſt injured. The Attack on Shore not having been 
ſucceſsful, the Madras and Beaulieu have returned 
to Marigot des Rouſſeaux to co-operate with Major- 
General Morſhead. ;

HAVE the Honor to inform your Lordſhip that 
1 Hoſtilities commenced Yeiterday Morning at 
Half an Hour paſt Ten o Clock. The Enemy at- 
tacked the Village of Walhauſen, fituated near the 
Source of the Nahe, and occupied by the Auſtrians 
as an Advanced Poſt ; but they were repulſed, loſing 
from Sixty to Seventy killed, and near Four Hun- 
dred taken Priſoners. 
The Auſtrian General Schellenberg took Poſ- 
ſeffion at the ſame Time of Kern, upon the Nahe. 
The Enemy made ſeveral unſucceſsful Efforts to 
diſlodge him from that Poſt, and ſuſtained a conſider- 
able Loſs. 
To-Day a Part of the Auſtrian Hulans, and the 
Balkcbourg Light Infantry, attacked and defeated 
One of the Enemy's Poſts near Steinberg, towards

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the Source of the Bliſs. There have been other 
trifling Skirmiſh-s that are not worth noticing ; in 
all which the Aultrians have had the Advantage.

conſiderably reinforced from their Ay of the 
North, marched towards the Sieg, and, aſter ſome 
ſevere Skirmiſhes, forced the Prince of Wirtem- 
Gerg's advanced Potts to quit that River on the iſt. 
His Serene Highneſs then took a Poſition at Cro- 
bach, near Hackenburgh, having an Advanced 
| Guard at Altkirchen. 

On the 3d the Enemy attacked the Poſt of Alt- 
kirchen, and carried it with great Loſs, after ex- 
periencing the moſt obſtinate Refiſtance that it was 
poſſible to make. Nothing could ſurpaſs the Bravery 
diſplayed by the Auſtrian Troops, but they were 
_ obliged to yield to the great Superiority of Num- 
bers, the Enemy having brought the principal Part 
of the Force which they had on the Right Bank of 
the Rhine againſt that One Point,

Part of his Army on the Right Bank of the Laho. 
His firſt Intention evidently was to advance ta; 
| Franck fort; but, as the Archduke has completely 
| foiled him in that Project, he ſeems now to confine 
| his Views to the Siege of Ehrenbreitſtein, which 
| Fortreſs he has inveited. The Archduke 1s now 
| marching againſt him with his Main Army, having 
| Jeft a conſiderable Corps under General Mercantin 
| in the Poſition behind the Seltz Rivulet between

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Quarters were moved, on the 6th Inſtant, from 
Obermuſchel ro Wonſheim, on the Road from Creut- 
zenach to Altzey ; on the 8th to Nider Ulm, and on 
the gta to this Place, where they remain To-Day.

Flank in Security 2gainft any Attempts which Ge-

Head Duarters of His Royal Highneſs the 
Archauke Charles of Auflria, Hackenbourg, 
June 18, 1796. 

T HAVE the Honor to inform your Lordſhip, that 
the Archduke's Head Quarters were moved from 
Hocheim to Schwalbach, near Koningſtein, on the 
11th Inſtant, to Heſſe Homburg on the 12th, and 
to Græffin Wiſbach the 13th, where they remained 
the 14h; on which Day His Royal Highneſs com- 
pieted the neceſſary Arrangements for the Defence 
of the Lahn, between Braunfels and the Rhine, which 
chiefly conſiſted in poſting a large Corps at Lim- 
bourg, with Two others of inferior Force near 
Naſſau and Weilburg. On the 14th a conſiderable 
Corps, under the Command of Lieutenant- General 
Werneck, arrived at Wetzlar, the Saxons at Butz- 
bach, nearly South of Wetzlar. "Another ſtrong 
Column, commanded by General Cray, marched. the 
ſame Day to the Neig hbourhood of Broaunfels, ard 
a Partiſan Corps puſhed acroſs the Lahn to Koningſ- 
| 1 berg. 
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berg, which lies between Gieſſen and Herborn on 
the Dille. 

The River Dille formed the natural Leſt Flank 
to the Enemy's Line of Defence, which was covered 
on the Right by the Rhine; and as the Hills on the 
Right Bank of the Dille are very ſteep, woody, and 
difficult of Acceſs, it was eſſential for the Enemy to 
occupy them, but more eſpecially ſo, to take the 
Poſition between Hermanſtein on that River and 
Altenbourg on the Lahn, as the Auſtrians would then 
have been completely prevented from crofling at 
Wetzlar, and obliged to manœuvre, by Gieſſen, 
towards Herborn and Dielenburg. | 

The Archduke ordered General Werneck to puſh 
his Advanced Poſts acroſs the Lahn and the Dille 
at Wetzlar on the 14th, and to paſs, on the 15th, 
with his whole Corps; to ſupport which Mancuvre 
the Saxons were directed to advance to Wetzlar 
the ſame Day, and General Kray to occupy the 
Heights between Braunfels and Leuhn on the 
Lahn. Tune French General Le Fevre was in 
March with a large Corps for the ſame Object 
at the ſame Time. The Heads of his Columns at- 
tacked General Werneck's Advanced Guard, which, 
after meking a very long and moſt obſtinate Reſiſt- 
| ance, was oblig:d to yield to the great Superiority 
of Numbers. ihe Enemy then occupied the above- 
mentioned Poſition, with their Right to the Lahn 
and their Left to the Dille, and began a ſevere 
Cannonade upon the Auſtrians, Who, though at the 
Foot of the Heights with the Rivers clole in their 
Rear, had formed again, and ſtood firm. His Royal 
Highneſs the Archduke, having arrived juſt as the 
Advanced Guard was retiring, ordered the Saxons 
to acceierate their March, and particularly their Ca- 
valry to advance witn-as much Exped tion as poſſi - 
ble. His Royal Highneis like wiſe ordered that 
Part ot General Werneck's Corps, wnich had re- 


mained 1a Reſerve on the Lett Bauk of the Lahn, o 
join

join their Advanced Guard, and left the Detachs 
ments on the Left oppoſite Akenbourg, and on the 
Right at Aflar near Hermanſtein, as they had been 
at firſt poſted, in order to ſecure the Flanks. In this 
very critical Poſition His Royal Highneſs remained, 
anſwering the Enemy's Cannonade from à Battery of 
Twelve-Pounders, and determined to attack as ſoort 
as the Head of the Saxon Column ſhould have paſſed 
Wetzlar. | 

The Poſition that General Le Fevre occupied, was 
compoſed of a Range of Heights, which, from the 
broken Ground in their Front, are difficult of Acceſs. 
There was a projecting Point of a Wood that formed 
upon the Face of theſe Heights a ſalient Angle to 
the reſt of his Line; and this Wood, returning 

through the Centre of the Poſition, extended to the 
Right and Left behind each Wing, to the Lahn and 
the Dille. 

This ſalient Point was ſtrongly occupied with In- 
fantry, as well as the Heights and Village of Alten- 
berg, and on the Height above Hermanſtein the 
principal Part of the Cavalry was formed, bein 
ſupported by Infantry poſted in the Wood in their 
Rear, the Artillery was diſtributed upon the Spots 
moſt favorable for. raking the Face of the Poſition: 
In this Order, General Le Fevre waited the Arrival 
of the reſt of his Corps; had it come up before the 
Archduke attacked, the Auſtrians muſt have retired 


the Enemy's Centre in the Wood, the Left Wing

was kept back. The Regiment of Carachy ad- 
vanced through the hollow Ways and Ravines, and, 
when arrived at the Top of the Height, charged the 
Enemy with a Degree of Intrepidity that muſt do 
them immortal Honor ; but as they were very much 
broken by the extreme Badneſs of the Ground, and 
as the French Cavalry was numerous and drawn up 
in perfect Order to receive them, they were repulſed, 
The Regiment of Naſſau had, in the mean Time, 
reached the Summit and formed ; they therefore re- 
ceived the Regiment of Carachy, which rallied un- 
der their Protection, charged the Enemy again with 
Part of the Regiment of Naſſau on their Flanks, 
and Part as a Second Line, and, after as regular 
a Shock as could take Place, they proved victori- 
Ous. This happened before the Saxon Cavalry had 
reached their Point of Attack, or the Grenadiers 
had arrived at the Wood ; and the Enemy, finding 
themſelves taken in Flank, and moſt vigorouſly pur- 
ſued, retired; their firſt Line with great Precipi- 
tation abandoning the ſalient Point of their Cen- 
tre, and their defeated Cavalry threw itſelf in Diſor- 
der into the Wood behind their Infantry. Part of 
the Regiments of Carachy and Naſſau followed them, 
Cut to Pieces a Battalion which had formed where 
the Road leading from Wetzlar to Greiffenſtein en- 
ters the Wood, and took ſeveral Pieces of Cannon ; 
but upon endeavouring to continue the Purſuit ſtill 
further, they were received by the Second Line of 
French Infantry, who gave them a ſevere Fire, and 
obliged them to return out of the Wood to form 
again, However, they brought off all the Cannon 
and Ammunition Waggons that they had taken, 
The Enemy ſtill kept the Heights of Altenbourg, 
their' Line extending from thence towards Alſteden 
on the Dille. | 
The Auſtrian Grenadiers now attacked and de- 
feated the French Infantry in the Wood. ; 
| n 
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In the Rear of the Enemy's Left Flank, at the 
Diſtance of about Two Engliſh Miles, lay the Vil- 
lage of Barghauſen on the Dille. In the Vicinity of 
that Village the Wood retires from the Dille in 
the Form of a Half Circle, leaving a conſiderable 
Space of open Ground; through this the Road, 
by which the Left of General Le Fevre's Corps was 
obliged to retreat, paſſes and enters the Wood again 
over an Height that affords an excellent Poſition for 
Infantry, not only from being ſo immediately on 
the Edge of the Wood, but more eſpecially as the 
Foot of it is covered, in the greateſt Part of its 
Extent, by a Ravine that is very difficult to croſs, 

It was on this Height that the Enemy had formed 
Three Battalions, with a Battery of Artillery, to re- 
ceive their Troops that had been defeated by the 
Aultrian Cavalry and Grenadiers ; and, at the ſame 
Time, finding that Victory was declared in Favour 
of the Auſtrians, they retired their Right from the 
Heights of Altenbourg, forming the Troops that 
had occupied that Wing of the Poſition in the thick 
Wood which was immediately in their Rear. Four 
Squadrons of Saxon Cavalry, as if determined to 
emulate the exemplary Conduct of the Imperial 
Troops, together with a Squadron of the Regiment 
of Carachy, advanced through that Part of the Wood 
which had been cleared by the Grenadiers, and, 
without waiting for further Support, and not accom- 
panied either by Cannon or Infantry, defiled along 
the Road, and ſcrambled through the Ravine under 
the Enemy's Fire, formed, and attacked the Height 
which I have juſt deſcribed ; After ſuffering great 
Loſs they broke the Three Battalions, cut down 
every Man who. could not ſave himſelf by Flight in 
the Wood, and took the Cannon. 

The Night row came on, and put an End to this 
very brilliant Affair. Nothing could ſurpaſs the 
Steadineſs and Intrepidity with which the Auſtrian 
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and Saxon Troops executed His Royal Highneſs“s 
maſterly and deciſive Manœuvres. 

The Loſs of the Auſtrians and Saxons amounted 
to about Five Hundred Men, including ſeveral Offi- 


cers ; that of the French, judging from the Number 


left dead on the Field, and frum the Accounts given 
by Deſerters and Priſoners, and by the Inhabitants 


of the Country through which they paſſed in their 


Retreat, muſt have been very great. It is reported 
that General Le Fevre, who commanded in Perſon, 
was wounded badly in the Arm, 

Having failed in his Attempt to make himſelf 
Maſter of this important Poſition, General Jourdan 
determined to raiſe the Blockade of Ebrenbreitſtein, 
and recroſs the Rhine. Four of the Six Diviſions 
which compoſed his Army have directed their March 
towards Neuweid, the Iwo others towards Sieg- 
burg, Cologne, and Duſſeldorf, 

On the 16th the Archduke marched in purſuit of 
General Le Fevre to Greiffenſtein, where he was 
joined by General Kray, who had crofled the Lahn 
that Morning at Leuhn. | 

On the 17th His Royal Highneſs marched to 
Renderodt; the Advanced Guard puſhing on to 
Altenkirchen, and on the 18th to Hackenbourg. 
The Corps at Limbourg, Naſſau, and Weilburg 
croſſed the Lahn, and purſued General Jourdan by 
Montabauer and Thierdorf, whilſt the Partiſan Corps 
on the Right advanced to the Sieg. Bot notwith- 
ſtanding the utmoſt Diligence has been made uſe of 
by the Auſtrians, no Affair of Conſequence has taken 
Place ſince the 15th, as the Enemy have retired on 
all Sides, with the utmoſt Precipitation, 

Intelligence is juſt received that Marſhal Wurm- 
ſer's Poſts in the Front of Manheim were attacked on 


the 14th Inſtant, and that his Excellency defeated 


the Enemy, and took from them ſeveral Cannon.

D uſſeldorf, 

General Kleber found himſelf under the Neceſſity 
of halting that Day on the H-ights that lay between 
Kirpen and Ukareth, on the great Road to Siegburg, 
in order to give Time for his Reſerve, Ammunition, 
and Baggage to paſs the Sieg: He therefor: occu- 
pied the very advantageous Poſition that theſe 
Heights afford, with about Twenty-four "Thouſand 
Men. The Front of both his Wings, as well as his 
Flanks, were covered by Two deep Ravines, that 


could only be paſſed at a very few Points. 'The 


Approach to his Centre was about Three Hundred 
Yards broad, and ran along a Ridge that connected 
this Poſition with the Heights of Kirpen, and in 


uhich the Two Ravines above mentioned take their 


Source. At the Village of Kirpen there is another 
Range of advantageous Heights, parallel to thoſe 
where the Enemy was poſted ; their Right (looking 
towards Ukareth) terminates in a deep Ravine ; 
their Left on a Plain oppoſite to the Enemy's Cen- 
tre. This Plain is bounded on its Left by-a ſmall 
Wood that extends towards the Ravine, which co- 
vered the Enemy's Right Wing, leaving the Ap- 
proach to their Centre cloſe on its Right, From this 
Wood a long range of Incloſures and ſmall Copſes, 
intermixed with Two Villages and ſeveral ſcattered 
Houſes, extend in a parallel Direction to the "_— 
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of the Enemy's Poſition, nearly on a Line with the 
Heights of Kirpen. 5 | 

. On the Altenkirchen Side of Kirpen, about Seven 
Hundred Yards from the latter, is a third Range of 
Heights, which take exactly the ſame Direction as 
thoſe I have juſt deſcribed, their Right being co- 
vered by a deep Pavine, their Centre and Left 
falling gradually into a Plain that is bounded by 
Kirpen, and by the Incloſures and ſmall Villages 
above mentioned, 

General Kray's Corps conſiſted of about Eleven 
Thouſand Men, viz. Thirty-two Squadrons cf Light 
Cavalry, Two Battalions of Grenadiers, Six Batta- 
lions of Fuſileers, Two Battalions of Sclavonian 
Light Infantry, with a Corps of Riflemen, and a 
8 Number of Heavy and Horſe Artil- 
ery. | 

The Auftrian Huſſars fell in with a large Pa- 
trole of the Enemy at the Village of Weyer- 
buſch, and drove it back to Kirpen; there they 
came up with General Kleber's Poſts, which they 
immediately forced back towards his Poſition, and 
Genera] Kray's Advanced Guard, conſiſting of One 
Sclavonian Light Infantry, and One Walloon Bat- 
talion, with ſeveral Squadrons of Light Cavalry, 
and ſome Horſe Artillery, formed upon the Heights 


of Kirpen. 


General Kleber, who could eafily diſcover Gene- 
ral Kray's Strength, immediately determined upon 
attacking Part of the Infantry of his Right Wing, 
advanced into- the Wood that bounded the Plain 
below the Heights of Kirpen, and into the Inclo- 
ſures and Villages that extended from thence be- 
tween the Two Poſitions, and the Cavalry of that 
Wing marched in the Rear of the Infantry, ready 
to advance and attack General Kray's Left, as 
ſoon as the latter (viz, the Infantry) ſhould have 
eſtabliſhed itſelf along the Edge of the ny” —

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ſmall Part of the Infantry of this Left Wing ad- 


vanced through the Ravines againſt General Kray's 
Right, in order to prevent his detaching from 


thence, whilſt his principal Body of Cavalry, ſup- 
ported by Nine Battalions of Infantry, and a great 
Proportion of heavy Artillery, marched from his 
Centre againſt the Heights of Kirpen. Tae Au- 
ſtrian Cavalry, which, was poſted near Kirpen, 
attacked the French Cavalry as they were forming 
at the Head of the Ridge before deſcribed, bur 
partly from the Fire which they received in their 
Left Flank from the Wood, and partly from the 
very great Superiority of Numbers, they were re- 
Pulſed. However, the Battalion of Walloons and 
Sclavonian Light Infantry kept their Ground, the 
Cavalry rallied under their Protection, and in this 


Situation the Advanced Guard waited the Enemy's 


Attack. The French Cavalry, as ſoon as its Form- 


ation was completed, advanced againſt the Heights 


of Kirpen, and, ſupported by a Part of their In- 
famry, drove back the Auſtrian Cavalry, the Scla- 
vonian Battalion, and the Artillery, all of whom 
retired behind the Line of the Poſition in the Rear. 
The Walloon Battalion, commanded by Colonel 
Brady, ſtood firm, repulſed the repeated and com- 
bined Attacks that were made upon it, and at laſt 
finding itſelf ſurrounded, began its Retreat through 
the Village towards the Poſition, which it effected in 
a Manner that deſerves to be repreſented as an 
Example of Bravery and Diſcipline which may be 
equalled, but can never be ſurpaſſed. The French 
were now Maſters of the Village and Heights of 
Kirpen ; their Right Wing had eſtabliſhed itſelf on 
the Edge of the Incloſures, and in the Villages that 
border the Plain, and their Left extended from 
Kirpen in a parallel Line to the Auſtrians, with 
whoſe Right it was already engaged in a diſtant

General Kleber breugbt a great Quantity of 
Artillery on the Height of Kirpen, and formed Two 
principal Attacks; the one with Two Lines of Ca- 
valry, ſupported by his Right Wing of Infantry, 
againſt General Kray's Leit, and the other with 
Nine Battalions of Infantry, ſupported by a large 


advanced ſufficiently to keep the Auſtrian Right in 
Check. 

The Enemy now attacked General Kray's Left 
Wing, and defeated his Cavalry, as their great 
Superiority of Numbers gave them an Opportunity 
of gaining its Flank, But the Battalion and the 
Battery, which occupied a Height on the Left of 
the Infantry Poſition, changed their Front, and kept 
up ſuch a heavy Fire on the Flank of the French Ca- 
valry as checked their Purſuit. The Auſtrian Cavalry 
rallied under the Protection of this able Manceuvre, 
and returning to the Charge, ſupported by Four 
Squadrons of Saxons who had juſt arrived, drove 
back the French into the Villages and Defiles from 
which they had nn and decided the Affair on 
that Side. 

Whilſt this was going « on, 'the Nine Battalions, 
and the Cavalry that were formed at Kirpen, ad- 
vanced againſt the Centre of the Auſtrian Poſition, 
ſupported by a moſt formidable Fire of Artillery, 
This Point was occupied by Three Battalions and 


which the Advanced Guard that had been obliged 
to abandon Kir pen, formed, as has been be fore ob- 
ſer ved, a ſecond Line. Theſe moſt gallant Troops 


allowed the French to approach them within a Hun-

dred Paces, without firing, except from their 
Cannon, The firſt Line of Infantry then gave a 
general Diſcharge, and charged with their Bayonets. 
This deciſive Movement produced the defired Effeò; 
the French gave Way; General Kray's Cavalry 
parſued them into the Village, and the Auſtrians 
proved finally victorious. They were not, however, 
in ſufficient Force to profit of this Victory in the 
Manner they might otherwiſe have done, eſpecially 
as the Enemy's broken Troops were received by a 
ſtrong Reſerve, and as their Right ſtill remained in 
the Villages and Incloſures which they had taken 
Poſſeſſion of in the Beginning of the Action; General 
Kray was therefore obliged to content himſelf with 
forcing the Enemy to abandon the Heights of Kir- 
pen: In the Evening General Kleber retired his 
Right Wing into his Poſition; but a Battalion at 
the Extremity of his Left, that had advanced to 
turn the Right of the Auſtrians, was completely 
cut off. | 

Thus, my Lord, ended en Affair, which, though 
leſs important than that of the 15th near Wetz- 
lar, becauſe the Object of Contention was not of 
fuch Magnitude, may with Juſtice be ſtyled equally 
brilliant; particularly when we conſider that the 
French had more than double the Force of the 
Auftrians, 

General Kray loſt between Five and Six Hundred 
Men. The Enemy had above Seven Hundred taken 
Priſoners, left ſgveral Hundred dead on the Field, 
and according to all Reports had a very great Num- 
ber wounded. 

General Kleber retreated laſt Night as ſoon as it 
was dark acroſs the Sieg at Siegbourg, from whence 
he is directing his March towards Duſſeldorf, and 
General Jourdan has recroſſed the Rhine with all the 

Reſt of his Army at Neuwied.

I my Letter of the 4th of May I had the Honor 
to acquaint you of the unſucceſsful Attack on the 


Enemy*s Batteries on the Side of the Grand Cul de 
bg | Sac; 
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Sac; and as it had been previouſly determined that 
the principal Attack on the Enemy's Works ſhould 
be made on the North Side of Morne Fortune by 
the Ridge of Duchaſleaux, every Exertion was made 
to complete the Road for ereQting the neceſſary Bat- 
terie+, and to bring forward the Artillery and Am- 
munition. On the 16th Inftant the Batteries, con- 
ſiſting of Eighteen Pieces of Ordnance, were opened. 
Theſe could only be confidered in the Light of a 
Firſt Parallel. The Second Parallel is now nearly 
complete, and the Lodgement for tbe laſt or Third is 
to be made To-morrow. If this Operation ſhould 
be attended with the Effect expected from it, it is 
probable that we ſhall, in the Courſe of Ten or 
Twelve Days, be in Poffe ſſton of the Enemy's Works 
vpon Morne Fortune. It is difficult for me to give 
an adequate Idea of the Ground on which we are 
obliged to act. The natural Obſtructions, as well as 
Every Obſtacle that the Enemy could throw in our 

ay, render the Poſt of Morne Fortune not only 
fefpeQable, but in a bign Degree difficult to be ſub- 
dued. 

As the Enemy ſtill retained Poffe ſfñon of the Vigie, 
and as they only held it with a ſlender Force, it ap- 
peared of Conſequence to get Poſſeſſion of it, as it 
would ſhorten our Line of Attack, and cover our 
Right Flark; and alſo as it gave us in ſome Degree 
the Command of the Carenage. For this Purpoſe, 
on the Night of the 17th Inftant, the 31ſt Regi- 
ment, happening to be the Regiment neareſt at Hand, 
war ordered to march immediately after it was dark 
to take Poſſeſſion of the Vigie, where the Enemy had 
pot apparently more than from One Hundred and 
Fiſtv to Two Hundred Men, The firſt Part of the 
Attack tucceeded to cur Wiſh; a Battery of Three 
Eightern Pounders, which was feebly defended, was 
ſeized, the Guns ip1ked and thrown over the Preci- 
pice, There remained on the Summit of the Hill 
One —_ Gun and u Field Piece, which the Regi- 

ment

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ment was ordered to take Poſſeſſion of; unfortunately 
the Guide was wounded, and the Troops became 
uncertain of the right Approach to the Hill : While 
in this Situation the Enemy's Grape Shot took Effect 
to ſuch a Degree, as induced Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hay to order the Regiment to retreat, which it did 
with conſiderable Laſs. Lieutenant-Colonel Mac- 
donald handſomely advanced with Part of the Gre- 
nadiers to cover the Retreat of the ziſt Regiment, 
which he accompliſhed. It 1s proper to obſerve that 


a Night Attack on the Vigie was indiſpenſably ne- 


ceſſary, as Three Batteries of the Enemy flanked the 
Neck of Land which connefts the Vigie with the 
Main; and in general in this Country, when you 
have to march to attack an Enemy's Poſt, who have 
Artillery, and where it is impoſſible for you to ad- 
vance with any on your Part, it is almoſt a Matter 
of Neceſlity to attack at Night, 

Hitherto the Troops continue healthy, notwith- 
ſtanding their Exertions and Fatigue.

I HAVE the Honor to acknowledge the Receipt 
of your Letter of the 18th of March. In my Letter 
of the 22d of May I acquainted you that on the Day 
following we intended to make a Lodgement as near 
to the Enemy's Works as poſſible. This, however, 
was deferred from Neceſſity till the 2th. 

The 27th, 53d, and 55th Regiments had been 
previouſly placed near the Point of Attack. On 
the Morning of the 21th the 27th Regiment lodged 


themſel es upon Two different Points, the neareſt 


of which was not more tain Five Hundred Yards 
from the Fort. The Enemy made a vigorous Effort 


to diſlodge them, but by the good Conduct and 
Spirit 
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Spirit of Brigadier-General Moore, and the ſteady 
and intrepid Beizaviour of the Officers and Men of 
the 27th Regiment, the Enemy were twice repulſed 
with conſiderable Loſs, and before Night the Troops 
were completely under Cover: At the ſame Time 
the Communication to the Poſts occupied by the 
27th Regiment, was carried on with the utmoſt 
Vigour, and Two Batteries for Eight Pieces of Ar- 
tillery were begun. | 

Upon the Evening of the 24th the Enemy deſired 
a Sulpenſion of Arn's until Noon the Next Day, 
which was granted till Eight in the Morning: A 
Capitulation for the whole Ifland enſued, a Copy of 
which I have the Honor to encloſe. On the 26th 
the Garriſon, to the Amount of Two Thouſand Men, 
marched out and laid down their Arms, and are 
become Priſoners of War. Pidgeon Iſland is in 
our Poſſeſſion: The 55th Regiment has been de- 
tached to Souffriere and Vieux Fort, to receive the 
Submiſſion of the Garriſons of thoſe Places. From 
Souffriere we have been informed that peaceable 
Poſſeſſion has been given; from Vieux Fort there is 
no Report. The principal Object of the Blockade 
of Morne Fortune has been obtained. The Enemy 


has been prevented from eſcaping into the Woods; 


their Troops, whom they call Regulars, have been 
made Priſoners of War, and the armed Negroes have 
been in a conſiderable Degree diſarmed. 

Our Operations have been attended with con- 
fiderable Labour and Fatigue, Roads were every 
where to be made through a mountainous and rugged 
Country, Artillery and Ammunition to be carried 
forward, and the Line of Inveſtment, extending

Conde, moved from his Camp near Pfortzheim, on 
the 14th Inſtant, to Vahingen, upon the River Entz, 
where he remained the 15th and 16th. On the 17th, 
as the Enemy continued their March towards Stut- 
' gard, His Royal Highneſs moved to Schwebertingeo, 
and on the 18th to Ludwigſberg, having detached 
Two ſmall Corps to occupy the Bridges over the 
Neckar at Canſtadt, Unter 'I'urhnen, and Eſlingen,

On the 26th the Gorgon arrived about Noon, and 
the remaining large Spars were launched and fene 
to that Ship, when having got certain Laformtation of

Commodore Nelſon, with the Captain and Me- 
leager, who had received Notice of the Enemy's De- 
ſign, anchored here on the 27th at Ten o' Clock, and 
the Commodore added the Meleager to the Convoy, 
which was of much Importance, as the Enemy's 
ſmall Privateers were numerous and enterpriſing. 

All the Shipping, nearly the Whole of the Engliſh 
Property, and all His Majeſty's Naval Stores and 
Proviſions, have been ſaved ;z and every Engliſh Per- 
ton and Emigre deſirous of leaving Tuſcany, have 
been received on board ſome of the Ships. 

Commodore Nelſon, in the Captain, remained at

— The great Exer- 
ons the Enemy were making againſt Mantua deter= 


mined His Excellency Field-Marſhal Count Wurmſer 
to make D. ſpoſitions for attacking the Enemy, with- 


out waiting for the Arrival of further Reinforce- 


ments. Accordingly, on the 28th Ultimo, the dif- 


ferent Corps were aſſembled at their reſpedtive Deſti- 


nations, the Army forming Four Diviſions, whick 


were to advance by the different Paſſes from the 
Mountains of the Tyrol. The Firſt Column, on 
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the Right of the Lago de Garda, under the Orders 
of Lieutenant-General Quaſdanowich, was to march 
on Salo and Breſcia 3 the Second, commanded by 
Lieutenant- General Melas, between the Lake and 
the Adige, was to force All che Enemy's ſtrong Poſts 
on Monte Baldo; the Third was ordered to march, 
under the Command of Lieutenant- General Davido- 
wich, by the Great Road from Alla, and, being ſe- 
parated only by the Adige from a Part of the Third 
Diviſion, was to ſupport it, and join it as foon as a 
Bridge could be placed berween jJoici and Rivoli;

that of the Centre under the Prince of Furſtenberg ; 
and the Left under General de la Tour, and attack 
the Enemy's Centre and Right, whilſt General Rieſe, 
ſtrengthened by Part of General Frolich's Corps, 
drove them from the Neighbourhood of Laningen, 
and marched towards Giengen and Haydenheim, in 
order to come into the Rear of General Moreau's 
Poſition. This latter Movement was to be covered 
on its Right by a ſmall intermediate Corps under 
General Mercantin, who was to- preſerve the Com- 
munication between General Rieſe and the Main 
Army. As the Enemy had a great Superiority of 
Numbers, it was reſolved to attack by Surpriſe, and 
for this Purpoſe the Marches were ſo arranged, that 
the Columns were to be formed on the different 
Points, from whence they were to advance, juſt before 
Day- Break, and proceed immediately. However, 2 
moſt violent Storm, which laſted ſeveral Hours, made 
the Night fo extremely dark, and the Roads ſo bad, 
that the Troops and Artillery were above double the 
Time they otherwiſe would have been in performing 
their Movements, and therefore the Attack was ne- 
ceſſariiy deferred till Seven o Clock. This enabled 
the Enemy to diſcover che whole Plan, and prepare 
for their Defence. 3 | 
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Notwithſtanding ſo unfortunate a Circumſtance, 
which deprived the Archduke of the great Advan- 
tage of Surpriſe, His Royal Highneſs perſevered in 
his Reſolution. The Three Columns of the Centre 
were ſucceſsful in diſlodging the Enemy's Advanced 
Guard from the Woods, and they drove it back 
to the Heights of the principal Poſition ; but the 
Column that marched towards Umenheim finding 
itſelf taken in Flank by General Moreau's Reſerve, 
which had advanced for that Purpoſe as ſoon as the 
Affair commenced, was obliged to retire. This laid 
General Hotze's Right Flank open, and forced him 
alſo to fall back to the Poſition of Foreheim, from 
whence he had marched in the Morning ; bat the 
Prince of Furſtenberg and General La Tour main- 
tained their Advantages. Juſt as the Archduke was 
making his Diſpoſitioos for ſtrengthening and bring- 
ing forward his Right again, he received a Report 
from General Warcenſleben, purporting that he was 
obliged to retire to Amberg ; and that a Column of 
General Jourdan's Army had already arrived at 
Nuremberg, for the Purpoſe of co-operating imme- 
diately with General Moreau. His Royal Highneſs 
now judged, that even if victorious on this Point he 
would probably ſtill be obliged to retreat to Dona- 
wert, by the Movements that the Enemy were making 
on his Right, and, ſhould he be ſo unfortunate as to 
experience a Defeat, the Conſequences from the ſamg 
Reaſon, might be moſt diſaſtrous. He therefore 
ſuſpended his Attack, and contented himſelf with 
remaining Maſter of the principal Part of the Field 
of Batile ; a Deciſion however taken with the utmoſt 
ReluQance, becaute General Rieſe had ſucceeded to 
the Extent of his moſt ſanguine Hopes, and had 
advanced, about Four o'Clock in the Afternoon, 
nearly to Haydenheim. 

The Auftrians loſt on this Occaſion from 12 to 
1500 Men. The French Loſs in K:lled and Wounded

per Rhine paſſed the Danube at Donawert on the 
13th Inſtant, and halted near that Place on the 14th; 
the Rear Guards ſtill occupying the Road leading 
from Norlingen and Hockſtadt to Donawert, the 
former at the Defile of Haarbarg, the latter at a 
Village about a League Eaſtward of Blenheim. 

On the 15th, His Royal Highneſs, leaving Ge- 
neral La Tour with a conſiderable Part of the Army 
of the Upper Rhine, to defend the Lech, marched 
with the Remainder dowy the Right of the — 

5 nube, 
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nube, with an Intention of re. croſing it, in order, 
to operate againſt General Jourdan's Right Flank, 
whilſt General Wartenſleben ſhould advance and at- 
tack his Front. The Rear Guards were of courſe 
withdrawn from the above - mentioned Poſts, and Dog 
nawert evacuated in the Courſe of the Day, 

When His Royal Highneſs commenced this Ma- 
neuvre, General Wartenſleben was in the Pofition 
near Amberg. To turn the Left of this Poſition, 
General Jourdan had detached a conſiderable Column 
on the great Road leading from Neurenberg through 
Neumark to Ratiſbon; and, in order to oppoſe thig 
Column, Major-General Nauendorf was advancing 
from the latter Place with a Corps of Four of the 
Battalions newly arrived from Auſtria. and ſome 
Light Troops.

That of the Right of General Wartenſleben's Army 
advanced towards Weger; another large Column 
proceeded from Schwartzfeld, having a third ſmaller 
Force to its Left, and a ſourth advanced from Swan- 
dorf towards Amberg, in the Neighbourhood of 
which Place the Three latter Columns were to

waiting for him in his Poſition. The Archduke n 
approved of this Idea, and determined to facilitate e 
the Execution of it, by making a combined Attack f 
on the Enemy, to take Place early in the Morning 
of the 3d. The intention was, that General Stzaray 
ſhould move forward againſt the Corps which was 
oppoſed to him; that the main Body, under the 
Command of General Wartenſleben, paſling the 
Bridge at Dettelbach, ſhould attack the Centre of 
the Enemy, whilſt General Kray, croſſing the River 
at the Point neareſt Geroltzhoffen, ſhould turn his

Soon after Day-Break accordin gly General Stzaray 


advanced and drove back the Poſts of the Enemy; 
as, however, the other Two Columns had a con- 


ſiderable March to make, and met with much unex- 


petted Delay in the Paſſage of the River, he ſoon 


found himſelf engaged alone by very ſuperior Num- 
bers, and was obliged not only to relinquiſh the 
Ground he had gained, but had much Difficulty in 


maintaining his original Poſition. At this critical 


Inftant His Royal Highneſs ſent Orders to General 
Wartenſlzben to ford the River with the whole of his 
Cavalry, and advance directly againſt the Left of the 
Enemy. His judicious Maneeuvre had the defired 
Effect. Jourdan ſeeing himſelf menaced in the moſt 
eſſential Point of his Poſition, withdrew from his 
Right the Troops with which he was preſſing Ge- 
neral Stzaray, who thus gained Time to re-eſtabiiſh 
himſelf in his Poſt, _ | | | 

The Cavalry now charged the Left of the Enemy, 
and drove it from its Ground: But the Enemy re- 
tiring behind the Wood, the Auftrians remained ex- 
poled to a fire of Muſquetry and Grape, which 
obliged them to abandon the advantage they had 
gained, A ſecond Attempt of the fame Nature had 
a fimilar Fate; and, after fruitleſs Endeavours to 
draw the Enemy into the Plain, His Royal High- 
neſs reſolved to await the Arrival of the Reſt of Ge- 
nera] Wartenſleben's Column, without which it was 
evident the Poſition of the Enemy could not be 
forced. | 

At length the Infantry appeared advancing from 
Deitelbach, and General Stzaray moving forward 
at the lame Time, a combined Attack was imme- 
diately formed againſt the Wood which covered the 
Enemy's Front. Eight Battalions of Grenadiers 
advanced for this Purpoſe with equal Order and 
Impetuoſity, regardleſs of the Swarm of Tirailleurs 
who harafſed them, they gained the Wood without 
firing a Shot, and in a few Minutes drove the Ene- 
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my not only from thence but from the Heights be. 
yend it. This Advantage, and the Appearance of 
| General Kray's Column on the Right, decided the 
Fortune of the Day, Jourdan made no Attempt to 
recover the Ground he had loſt, but began his Re- 
treat cn every Point; this he for ſome Time con- 
ducted with much Regularity; his Cavalry pre- 
ſerving conſiderable Countenance, and forming re- 
peatedly, under Protection of their Light Artillery, 
to check the Purſuit of the Auſtrians. At length 
however continually haraſſed by the Huſſars, and 
overpowered by a prodigious Fire of Artillery from 
the Heights, the 8 became general, the ex- 
ceſſive Fatigue of the Auſtrians and the Coming on 
of Night alone ſaved them from total Deſtruction. 
The Loſs of the Auſtrians on this Occaſion amounts 
at moſt to Eight Hundred Men, amongſt whom are 
no Officers of Diſlinction; that of the Enemy is by 
far more conſiderable. Two Thouſand Priſoners are 
already brought in, and the Number Killed and 

Wounded cannot be ſmaller. One Colour, Six 
Pieces of Cannon, and a great Number of Ammu— 
nition and Baggage Waggons have fallen into the 
Hands of the Conqueror. 

The Succeſs which on this Occaſion has attended 
the Auſtrian Arms is to be aſcribed chiefly to the 
perſonal Conduct of his Royal Highneſs the Arch- 
duke; preſent every where, where the Danger was the 
moſt prefling, be animated the Troops by his Exam- 
ple, aud preſerved them in Order by the Coolneſs 
and Quickneſs of his Manceuvres, and at length 
ſeized' with infinite Judgment, the true Point of At- 
tack which decided the Victory. 

The Army paſſed the Night on the Field of Bat- 
tle, and the next Day, croſſing the Mayn at different 
Points, encamped near this Place,

At Frankfort, and every where in the Neighbour 
hood, the Enemy ſeem to be preparing for their 
Departure.

1 HAVE to acquaint you, for the Information of 
my Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, that 
on the 28th of laſt Month, about Four Leagues Eaſt-

been ſent to look out in the Eaſt- North-Eaſt Quarter, 
a little after Five in the Morning made the Signal 
far Three ſtrange Ships being in the Eaſt- South -

Conduct. Lieutenant- Colonel Crauſurd has there- 
fore deſired me, though thus late, to give your Lord- 
ſhip an Account of this Action, and I have taken it 
from the moſt authentic Sources. 

The Number of Troops left for the Defence of 
the Country between the Danube and the Tyrol in 
the Beginning of laſt Month was ſo ſmall, that the 
Prince of Conce's Corps was divided on an extremely 
extenſive Line, and conſiderably above One Half of 
it was Getached from under the immediate Command 
of His Serene Highneſs, | 

On the 12th of Auguſt the Prince was poſted in 
Front of Minde]heim, having Two Advanced Corps 
cn the Guntz; that of the Right near Erckheim, 
commanded by tbe Duke D'Engbien; that of the 
Left at Southeim, under the Orders of General Vio- 
menil. He had alſo ſent a Detachment of Cavalry 
to Loppenhaulen, io cover his Right, or rather to 
obſcrve the Enemy's Movements in that Quarter, 
and another on the Left to Guntzburg, on the Road 
between Mindelheim and Kempton 3 the Detach- 
ment at Guntzburgh communicated with the Corps 
at Kempton, | 

On the izth the Enemy attacked the Duke 
D'Enghien's Corps, and were repulſed ; but the 
Superiority of their Numbers enabled them to ſoc— 
ceed in turning General Viomeni:'s Left, ard they 
thereby obliged both theſe Corps to retire to the 
Prince of Conce's Poſition.

Accordingly, 
when, upon the zoth Inſtant, the Advanced Guards 
of Generals La Tour and Mercantin's Columns were 
in March towards Schuſſenried, they were attacked 
in the Neighbourhood of Steinhauſen, &c. by above 
Three Diviſions of Moreau's Army. An obſtinate 
Engagement took place; but as General La Tour 
moved forward with his whole Corps to ſupport his 
Advanced Guards, the Enemy was repulſed with 
very 
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very great Loſs, and the Auſtrians maintained their 
Poſition. n | 

The Advanced Guard cf General Mercantin's 
Column, conſiſting of a Detachment of the Prince of 
Conce's Corps, end commanded by the Duke D'En- 
ghien, ſuffered principally in this Action. His Se- 
rene Highoeſs's Conduct was very brilliant, and that 
of his whole Corps extremely gallant, 

The Loſs of the Auſtrians amounted to about Six 
Hundred Men, Four Hundred and Twenty of whom 
were of the Duke D'Enghien's Corps. 

From the Reports of the Spies, it appears thet 
General Moreau has begun to let Part of his Army 
defile without Arms through Switzerland, | 

His Royal Highneſs the Archduke marched on the 
3d Inſtant from Schwetzingen to Graben, on the 4th 
to Carlſruhe, and Yeſterday to this Place. | 

Major General the Prince of Lichtenſtein paſſed 
the Rhine on the 2d Inſtant at Manheim, and took 
Poſſeſſion of the Poſts of Gemerſheim, on the Fori- 
fication of which the Enemy have beſtowed ſo much 
Time and Labor. Re is deſtroying the Works of 
this ſtrong Poſt, and has ſent Detachments as far as 
Weiſſenburg, which the Enemy abandoned. 

Lieutenant- General Kray drove the Enemy out of 
Neuwied on the 29th ; fince which nothing material 
has happened between the Meyn and the Sieg.

7. my Diſpatch of the 13th 1 had the Honor of 
1 giving your Lordſhip an Account of the Move - 
ments of the Corps under the Command of Generals 
La Tour, Nauendorf, and Petrarſch, down to the 
th Inſtant, On the 10th General La Tour followed 
the Enemy towards Stokach and Engen; but finding 
that their Retreat through the Val D*Enfer could 
no longer be — be diſcontinued the Purſuit; 


and marched by his Right towards the Valley of the 


Liozig, in order to form a junction with His Royal 
Highneſs, The Archduke arrived with his main 
Body in the Neighbourhood of Hornberg. On the 
lich Generals Nauendorf and Petrarſch preceded

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him nearly in the ſame Direction. The former took 
Poſt at Eltzach on the 14th, and the latter at 
Kintzign. On the 15th the Corps of the Prince of 
Conde and General Frolich alone continued to fol- 
low the Enemy through the Defiles of the Black 
Foreſt, CES: 

In the mean Time General Moreau loſt no Time 
in profiting of the Advantages which his Van Guard 
had gained on the gth and 1oth Inſtant. He paſſed, 
with bis whole Army, through the Val D'Enfer, 
and arrived at Fribourg on the 13th. Next Day he 
occupied Waldkirch, and his Poſts extended along 
the Heights on the Right Bank of the Eltz. 

This menacing Movement of the Enemy, and the 
extreme Difficulty of making an immediate Attempt 
on Keh], determined His Royal Highneſs to defer 
the Execution of that Enterprize.

I HAVE the Honor of informing your Lordſhip, 
that, on the 19ch Inftant, His Royal Highneſs the 
Archduke attacked the Enemy, and, after an obſti- 
nate Combat, made himſelf Maſter of all the Poſi- 
tions on the Right Bank of the Eltz. 


The Troops deſtined for this Operation marched 


from the Camp near Kentzingen before Day-break; 
but ſuch were the Difficulties of the Ground and the 
Badneſs of the Roads, that it was near Eleven 
o' Clock before they reached the diff-rent Points at 


which they were to aſſemble; they were then na 
| bute 
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buted into Three different Columns; of which the 
Right under General La Tour, was deſtined to 
attack the Village of Kindringen; the Centre, com- 

manded by General Wartenſleben, was to carry the 
Heights behind Maltertingen; the Left, under Ge- 
neral Petrarſch was to proceed along the Road from 
Heimbarch, towards Emmendingen, whilſt Major- 
General Merfeld, with One Brigade, attacked the 
Woods on his Leſt, and Frince Frederic of Orange, 
with another, endeavoured to paſs over the higheſt 
Parts of the Mountains, ſo as to turn the Right of 
the Enemy. General Nauendorf, from Elkach, 

had Orders to attack at the ſame Time the Poſt of 
Waldkirch. 

About Noon the AQion began : The Column of 
the Right met with a moſt obſtinate Reſiſtance ; it 
was repeatedly repulſed in its Attack vpon Kind- 
fingen, and the Succeſs remained for ſome Time 
doubtful, until His RoyYAL HiGcnness, euTTiNG 
HIMSELF AT THE HEAD OF THE GRENADIERS, 
THEY RETURNED WITH Fuky To THE

Major-General Merfeld had no leis Difficulty in 
making himſelf Maſter of the Wood above Keim- 
bach ; the Ground was extremely favorable to the 
Enemy, and he defended it Inch by Inch; nor was 
he completely driven from it, until the Prince OF 
| Orance, after a moſt laborious March, through a 
Country which ſeemed impenetrable for Troops, 
appeared in the open Ground above Emendingen, 
and began to attack his Right Flank. From that 
Moment the Vidtory became deciſive. The Ene- 
my repaſſed the Eltz at Emendiagen and Denin- 
zen, deſtroying the Bridges in order to cover his 
Retreat. 

General Nauendorf, mean Time, had 1 no

'General Moreau in Perſon, whom he not only re. 
Pulfed, but drove beyond Waldkirchen, and made 
Himſelf Maſter of that Poſt, and vf the Paflage of 
The River. On this Ocezſion Three Battalions of the 
Enemy were ſurrounded, One of which laid down 
its Arms, and the other Two were diiperfed in the 
Woods. f | 

Early on the zoth the Van Guard of the Army 
paſted the Eltz at Emendingen, and found that the 
Enemy had taken a Poſition immediately behind the 
Village of Dentzlingen, with his Right to the 
Mountains and his Left to the Marſhy Ground be- 
yond the Village of Verſtelten, His Royal High- 
neſs determined immediately to attack him; and for 
that Purpoſe ordered General La Four, with the 
Right Wing, to croſs the Eltz at Deningen, whilſt 
he himſelf, with the Left, and the Corps of Nauen- 
dorf, advanced along the Plain towards Fribourg, 
"The Advanced Guard of the Axcupvxe's Co. 
lumn diflodged the Enemy from Dentzlongen: with- 
out Difficulty ; but as General La Tour met with 
conſiderable Oppoſitivn, and was obliged to re- 
eſtabliſh the Bridge of Deningen, under the Fire of 
the Enemy's Artillery, it was Evening before he 
was able to force the Paſſage of the River ; ſo that 
His Royal Highneſs did not judge it expedient to 
bring on a general Affair, in which only One Part 
of the Army could have been engaged. The Prince 
of Furſienburg, however, who commanded the Right

Dating the Operations of the Main Army, the 
Corps of the Prince of Conde and General Frolich 
were extremely active in the Mountains. On the t8th 
the Prince of Conde drove the Enemy, with very

gers and St Peter, in the Valley of that Naine, and 
General Frolich forced ſome of the moſt important 
Paſſes of the Val d' Enfer. On the 19th and 2oth 
they continued to drive the Enemy before them, and 
this — appeared deſcending from the Movin 
tains above Fribourg at the Moment that the Arch. 
duke's Van Guard entered the Town, and contri.

I am not at this Moment able to ſtate to your 
Lordſhip, with any Degree of Accuracy, the Loſs of 
the Auſtrians in the different Actions ſinee the 17th, 
but am confident that it does not excted a Thouſand 
Men killed and wounded.

T HAVE the Honor to inform your Lordſhip, that 
His Royal Highneſs the Archduke Yeſterday at- 
tacked General Moreau's Army, in the formidable 
Pofition of Schlingen, with ſo-much Succeſs, that the 
Enemy quitted it laſt Night, and is now in full Re- 
treat towaads his Tete- de- Pont rear Huningen. 

Notwithſtanding the Victory obtained by the 
Archduke on the roth, and the confequent Opera- 


tions of the 20th and ziſt, General Moreav,. con- 


trary to What was expected, determined to make 
another Effort to maintain himſelf on the Right 
Bank of the Rhine, or at leaſt to defer, as long as 
poſſible, the Paſſage of the Riter; and for- this Por- 
poſe he took up a Poſition near Schlingen, the un- 
common Strength of Which could alone have enabled 
him to adopt ſuch a Reſolution without expoſing his 
Army to Deſtruction. 

This Poſition, which General Moreau had choſen, 
1s fo uncommonly ſtropg, that I will at'empt to 
defcribe it to your Lordiip, i in Hope of conveying 
ſome faint Idea of the Difficulties of the Operation 
which has been performed. 

The flat Country, which, 8 from the 


1 Meyn to within Two German-Miles of Baſle, ſepa- 


rates the Mounains of Franconia and Suabia from 
the Rhine, becomes to the Suuthward of Mulheim, 
almoſt a regular Oblong, about an Engliſh Mile and 
a Half in Breadth, at the South-Eaſt Angle of which 
is the Village ef Schlingen. This Plain is bounded 
on the South by a Rivulet, which, riſing at the 
Foot of the high Mountain called the Hoher Blaven, 
near the Village of Sitzen Kirchen, runs to Ober 
Eckenheim, and from thence, in a Weſtern Dircc- 
tior, through Nieder Eckenheim, Liel and Schlin- 
gen, to Steinſtadt, where it falls into the __ 
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At Schlingen the Hills on the Right of the Rivuler 
(which are ſteep and covered with Vineyards) turns 
ſaddenly to the Northward, and running in that: 
Direction towards Muhlheim, from. the Eaſtern 
Boundary of the Plain; but thoſe on the Left 
Bank of the Rivolet, which are very high and 
commanding, continue quite to the Rhine, when 
they terminate abrupily, Not far from the Source 
of the above-mentioned Rivulet, there riſes 
another, which, taking an oppoſite, that is South- 
Eaſte:ly Direction, paſſes through Sitzenkirchen, 
and, at the Village of Candern, falls into the Rivu- 
ſet of that Name; which, running South and South- 
Weſt through a very deep, and, for a confiderable 
Diſtance, almoſt unpaſſabſe Ravine, diſcharges itſelf 
into the Rhine, Six or Seven Engliſh Miles above 
Steinſtadt. A Third Rivulet, riſing about an Engliſh 
Mile to the Weſtward of Cantern, runs in a nearly 
parallel Direction to the latter, through Feuerbach, 
Reidlingen, and Badenmuhle, and falls into the Rhine 
a little below the Mouth of Cantern. 

Between the Heads of the above- mentioned Ra- 
vines is a Chain of high rugged Hills, covered with 
extenſive and very thick Woods. | 

In this almoſt inattackable Situation was placed 
the Right Wing of the Enemy's Army. The 
Corps which covered the Extremity of it occupied 
Cantern, Sitzenkirchen, and the ſurrounding Heights, 
from whence the Line proceeded along the Hills 
above Ober and Nieder Eckenheim, Liel, Schlingen, 
and Steinſtadt, all of which Places were ſtrongly oc- 
cupied; and the Left Flank of the Line came quite 
to the Rhine, which runs cloſe under the Heights of 
Steinſtadt. Advanced before the Centre of his Army, 
the Enemy had a very ſtrong Corps of Infantry on 
the Heights and in the Vineyards between Schlingen

About an Engliſh Mile in the Rear of the Centre 
of the Poſition, that is, to the Southward of Lie, 5

| In which Riedlingen is fituated s So that in caſe of

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Colomnus: The Firſt, or Right Column, conſiſted of 


the Prince de Conde's Corps, commanded by His 
Serene Highneſs, its Advanced' Guard being led b 
the Duke d'Engheim : The Second Column conlted

I herewith incloſe you a Copy of my Letter to the 
Commander in Chief, giving an Account of the 
Action; and I requeſt you will be pleaſed to. lay the 
ſame before their Lordſhips. | 


Zæxu ad of a Leiter from Captain Bowen, of His Ma- 
Jeſty's Ship Terpfichore, to Admiral Sir John Jervis,

the Morning of the 13th Inſtant, at Day- 
light, we diſcovered a Frigate to Windward 
ſtanding towards us: About Eight I could perceive 
her making every Preparation for Battle, and was 
then apparently in Chace of us. Our Situation al- 
4 together: 
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together was ſuch as to prevent my being over de- 
firous of eng-ging her. Out of our ſmaſl Complement 
of Men, we had left Thirty at the Hoſpital, and we 
had more than that Number ftill on board in our 
Sick and Convaleſcent Liſts, all of whom were either 
= dangerouſly ill or extremely weak. We were ſcarcely 
cout of Sight of the Spot where we knew the Spaniſh 
Fleet to have been cruizing only Two Days be- 
fore; and, in fact, we had flood on to look for 
chem, with a View of aſcertaining their Movements. 
A ſmall Spanith Veſſel, which we conjectured to be 
à Sort of Tender, was paſſing us, ſteering towards 
Carthagena, ſo that I could hardly flatter myſelf with 
being able to bring the Frigate off in the Event of 
3 Victory, or of even eſcaping myſelf, if diſabled, 
On the other Hand, it evidently appeared that. no- 
thing but a Flight and ſuperior Sailing could enable 
me to avoid an Action; and to do that'from a Fri- 
gate apparently not much ſuperior to us, except in 
Point of Bulk, would have been committing the 
Character of One of His Majelty's Ships more than 
I could bring myſelf to reſolve on. I therefore 
continued ſtanding on without any Alteration' of 
„ 5 „„ 
| Haviog, with infinite Satisfaction and Comfort ta 
myſelf, commanded the Terpſichore*s Crew for Twa 
| Years and a Half, through a pretty conſiderable Va- 
riety of Services, well knew the veteran Stuff 
which I had ſtill left in Health to depend upon, for 
upholding the Character of Britiſh Seamen ; and I 
felt my Mind at Eaſe as to the Termination of any 
Action with the Frigate in Sight only. 
At half-paſt Nine ſhe came within Hail, and 
hauled her Wind on our Weather Beam; and as 1 
conceived ſhe only waited: to place herſelf to Advan- 
| tage, and to point her Guns with Exactneſs, and: 
deing myſelf unwilling to loſe the Poſition we were 
| then in, I ordered One Gun to be fired, as a Trier 
of her Intention. It was ſq inſtantaneouſly returned,

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and followed up by her whole Broadſide, that I am 
confident they muſt have done it at the Sight of our 
Flaſh. The Action of courſe went on, and we ſoon 
diſcovered that her People would not or could not 
reſiſt our Fire. At the End of about an Hour and 
Forty Minutes, during which Time we had Twice 
wore, and employed about Twenty of the laſt Mi. 
nutes, in Chace, ſhe ſurrendered. At this Period ſhe 
appeared moſt entirely diſabled, and we had drawn 
up Cloſe along ſide, with every Gun well charged 
and well pointed, It was, nevertheleſs, with conſi- 
derable Difficulty that I prevailed on the Spaniſh 
Commander to decline the receiving of ſuch a Broad. 
fide by ſubmitting ; and from every Thing which [ 
have ſince learned, the perſona] Courage, Conduct, 
and Zeal of that Officer, whoſe Name is Dun Tho- 
mas Ayalde, was ſuch during the Action, notwith- 
Randing the Event of it, as reflects on him the 
greateſt Honor, and irrefiſtibly impreſſes on my 
Mind the higheſt Admiration of his Character. 
After (from the Effect of our Fire) all his Booms 
had tumbled down, and rendered his waſte Guns 
unſerviceable, all the Standing Rigging of his, lower 
Maſts ſhot away, and I believe nearly every Run- 
ning Rope cut through, and a great Number of 
his People killed and wounded, he ſtill perſevered 
(though he could rally but few of his Men) to de- 
fend his Ship, almoſt longer than Defence was 
jaſtifiable. Had there been the ſmalleſt Motion in 
the Sea every Maſt mult inevitably have gone by 
the Board. 

Our Loſs (which will appear by the incloſed Lill) 
has been leſs than could have been expected; but 
our Maſts, Sails. and Rigging, were found to be 
pretty much cut up.

BS ſmall Number is conſidered, place them in a Light 
ſuperior to any Praiſe which J could beſtow. I am 
eren unwilling to ſpeak of the particular Conduct 
of any of the Officers, but the Talents diſplayed by 
the F.rit Lieutenant (Devonſhire) who was but juſt 
out of our Sick Lift, during the Action, added to 
his uncommon Fatigue in taking Care of the Prize, 
and the very able Manner in which he conducted 
BY and prepared to defend her, entitles him to this 
W Diſtintion, and proves him highly deſerving of the 
Recommendation you gave him, with his Appoint- 
W ment in the Weſt Indies. And although 1 had 
rather any other Perſon ſhoold obſerve the Conduct 
W of a Brother of mine in Action, and ſpeak of it

This Corps conſiſted merely of Detachments from 
the Garriſon of Mayence, commanded by Major. 
Generals Simpſchæn and Roſemberg. The latter, 
with the. Left Wing, was poſted on the Heights of 
Biebelſhiem and Planig, to obſerve Creutznach; 
the former, with the Right Wing, on the Hill called 
the Rochuſberg, to defend the Paflage of Bingen, 
They had Orders, in caſe of being attacked by a 
very ſuperior Force, to retire nearer to Mayence. 
| This Pofition on the Right Bank of the Lower 
Nahe, is well known from the Operations of lak 
Year. It is not to be maintained againſt an Enemy 
of very ſuperior Force; for Creutznach lies fo en- 
tirely . under the Fire of the Hills from the Leſt 
Bank of the River, that the Enemy is always Maſter 
of that Paſſage, as was ſufficiently proved by the 
Affair of the 1ſt of December 1795. On, this, Side 
Creutznach the Heights are ſo diſtant from the 
River, that the Enemy has every Facility in extend- 
ing himſelf in Front and on each Plank of the 
Town; and a Corps of very inferior Force cannot 
take- Poſt near enough to prevent this Formation. 
On the 26th, Generals Simpſchæn and Roſe mberg 
were attacked by Two Diviſions of the Army 0 
Sambre and Meuſe.

I ſhould con ſider 
them perfectly andeſerving of Notice, were it not 
that thoſe who have no other Means of judging of 
the Events of the Campaiga than by comparing the 
Accounts publiſhed by the contending Armies would 
be led into the moſt erroneous Concluſions if they 
gave each Party Credit for only an cqual Degree of 
Fairneſs in their Relations, 

In the Enemy's official Account of the Aff ir of the

Rear-Admiral Rainier in the Eaſtern Seas; and 
Judging that an early Communication of this Event 


might be of material Uſe to His Majeſty* Miniſters, 
we have determined to forward this Letter by tte 
Route of Buſſorah. 

It appears by the Rear- Admiral”s Diſpatches, 
dated the 27th of March and 11th of April lalt, and 


which reached us on the 18th Inſtant, by the Orpheus

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ſeveral Dependencies, compriſing, as it was thoughr, 
the whole of the Dutch Iſlands, excepting Fornate, 
yielding Cloves, Nutmegs, and Mace.

Amboyna and its Dependencies were delivered 
up on the 16th of February, and Banda and its De- 
pendencies on the 8th of March.

The Admiral ſpeaks in the handiomeſt Manner of 
the Activity and Alacrity with which every Duty was 
performed by the Forces under his Command, both 
Naval and Military; and dwells particularly on the 
perfect Harmony which all along ſublited between 
tne Officers and Men in both Services. It behoves 
us on this Occation to convey to you the high Senſe 
we entertain of the able and ſpirited Conduct diſ- 
played by Rear-Admiral Rainier, whoſe hearty Co-

and Marine, receive their uſual Pay.

nant-Colonel Hooke wrote me, he had raiſed the 
Siege entirely : So that, Sir, I may now congratulate 
you on this Dependency being wholly freed from the 
Enemy, and on your having it in your Power to ac- 
quaint His Majeſty's Minifters, that he has been 
beaten, and failed in every Quarter of this Iſland 
uader your Command. 
I have not hitherto been able to procure exact 
Returns of the Killed and Wounded, but I conceive 
that the 17th Regiment had about Seven killed and 
Fourteen or Fifteen wounded : None dangerouſly 
in my Affair of the 19th Ultimo. Lieutenant- Colo- 
nel Hooke has not yet made his Report: But | do 
not believe more than Two were killed at Irois, and 
Three or Four wounded ; ſo that the Enemy's Shot 
and Shells had little Effect.

The Enemy having, in the Courſe of the Night 
from the 21ſt to 22d, brought over a large Body of 
Troops from Siraſbourg, formed his Columns of 
Attack cloſe behind the Chain of his advanced Poſts, 
with ſo much Silence that they were not perceived. 
Jalt before the Break of Day, (which however was 
rendered extremely obſcure by a very thick M:it that 
laited the greater Part of the Forenoon,) theſe Co- 
luns began to advance.

through the Openings in the Curtains on the whole 
Front of this Wing; and, whilſt Part advanced 
againft the ſecond Line, the others endeavoured to 


make themfelres Maſters of the remaining Re. 


doubts of the firſt ; but theſe, though perfectly left 
to themſelves for a confiderable Time, entirely ſur- 
rounded, cut off from every Aſſiſtance, and attacked 
with Fury by the Enemy, who frequently got into 
the Ditches and attempted to climb the Parapet, were 
defended in a Manner that reflects the higheſt Honor 
on the Officers and Troops that were in them. The 
Loſs in all of theſe Redoubts was confiderable, and in 
one the Artillery Drivers were at laſt obliged to 

fire the Guns, but all the Attacks were repulſed, 
The Enemy's Right Column, after occupying the 
Two Works which they had carried, puſhed on be- 
tween the Dykes to attack the Lefc of the Second 
Line; but Prince Frederick of Orange ( whoſe gal- 
lant and judicious Conduct cannot ſufficiently be 
praiſes) having rallied nis Brigade, placed a Part of 
his Infantry behind the Dyke, which connects the 
Third Redoubt from the Left of the firſt Line with 
the Work which is on the Left of the ſecond ; and in 
this Situation he refiſted the moſt ſevere Attack that 
ean be imagined upon his Front, whilſt thofe Bodies 
of the Fnemy's Jntantry, which had pierced between 
the Redoubt of the firſt Line, were actually in his 
. Rear,

Rear, he not only maintained his Poſt, but com- 
pletely checked the Enemy's Progreſs on this Flank. 

A great Part of the Troops of the Left Wing had 
been working in the Trenches on the Right of the 
Kinzig. General Latour, who commands the Army 
of the Siege, formed Three of theſe Battalions 
which happened to be juſt returning from Work, and 
retook the Village of Sundheim, which he maintained, 
tough the Enemy made great Efforts to diſlodge 
him. Lieutenant-Generai Staader (who commands 
the Left Wing) drove back the Enemy, who had 
advanced againſt the Right of the ſecond Line of it, 
and retook the Redoubt on the Left of Sundheim : 
And the Prince of Orange, advancing between the 
Two Dykes, defeated the Column with which he 
had been ſo ſeverely engaged, and recovered the 
Redoubts it had carried. Ine Enemy then retired 
into his entrenched Camp. 

The Loſs of the Auſtrians amounted to Forty 
Officers and abont Thirteen Hundred Men killed, 
wounded, ard miſſing, which, conſidering that not 
more than Half the Left Wing was engaged, is cer- 
tainly conſiderable ; but that of the French muſt 
have been much greater, The Ground round the 
Works was in ſome Parts covered with their dead 
Bodies, and I am very much within Bounds in 
ſtating their Loſs at Two Thouſand Men. During 
the 'ime the French were in Poſſeſſion of 
the Redoubts on the Left, they found Means to car- 
ry off Five Pieces of Cannon. The others were all 
retaken, | 

It is impoflible to attempt to do Juſtice to the Con · 
duct of the Archduke; he animated the Troops in 
retazing Sundheim, direded the Attacks on the 
Work that had been loſt to the Left of it, and, under 
the heavieſt Fire, gave his Orders with the greateſt 
Coolneſs and the molt perfect military Knowledge.

IT is with much Satisfaction that I have the Ho. 
nor to inform your Lordſhip, that, after an Interval 
of Ten Days without any Advices from Italy, Hi; 
Royal Highneſs the Archduke has this Day received 
a Report from General Alvinzy, the Tenor of which 
is ſuch as to confirm the Hopes which his former 
Diſpatches inſpired. This Report, which is very 
ſhort, is — Calabro, November 13, and is in 
Subſtance as follows: | 

After the Action of the 6th, near Baſſano, the 
Enemy continued to retreat, abandoned even the 
ſtrong Poſition of Montabello without Reſiſtance, 
and croſſed the Adige at Verona. 

On the 11th General Alvinzy arrived near Villa- 
nova, and the ſame Evening a conſiderable Part of 
the Enemy's Army, commanded bv Buonaparte in 
Perſon, advanced from Verona, and took Poſt in the 
neighbouring Mountains, 

Early on the 12th Buonaparte commenced a ge- 
neral Attack upon the whole Line, which, though 
made with infinite Violence, was reſiſted with the 
moſt perfect Steadineſs and Bravery, 

Whilſt Buonaparte was thus employed, in repeated 
though ineffectual Efforts to force the Front of the

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ench of his Flanks. No ſooner had theſe arrived at 


their Point of Attack, than the Enemy retreated with 
Precipitation; and a moſt ſevere and important Af- 


fair was thus completely decided in Favor of the
